Kaufmann, moreover, had dispatched early 
in June a diplomatic agent to present a letter 
to the Emir of Bokbara, and to give such ex- 
planations as might be demanded. The Emir 
was informed that the Russian army desired 
to cross his territory in order to advance to the 
upper basin of the Amoo-Daria. This is a dis- 
trict of Bokhara- that is virtually independent. 
Gen. Kaufmann, in his letter, referred to the 
services which the Emir had rendered him at 
the time of the expedition to Khiva, and ex- 
pressed a hope that the authorities would sup- 
ply his troops with b flour, and other pro- 
visions. The Emir did first seem disposed 
to comply with the request; but after a time he 
altered his tone, and profniseda to give all that 
had been asked for. He one wished the agent 
to tell him what arrange ts the Russians 
pro to make with the ir of Cabul. The 
agent replied that it would depend upon the 
Emir of Cabul whether he had Russia for an 
enemy or for a friend: but that Gen. Kauf- 
mann, for bis part, was most pacifically dis- 
posed toward the Emir, and that he was about 
do send an emissary to him. The report of 
this interview, as published in the official jour- 
nal of Turkestan, indicates that the Russians 
will march irom Samarcand to the City of Bok- 

and thence to Balkh. By occupying the 
distriet between the Hindoo-Koosh range and 
the Amoo-Daria, or Oxus River, they will com- 
mand the mountain-pa-ses which lead to Cabul 
and Peshawur. If they remain there, thev will 
get a foothold on the borders of Afghanistan, 

— 9 from the northern frontier of British 

ndia. 

The Agence Russe throws out a mvsterious hint 
that the preparations for the expedition were 
made when England was threatening war, and 
that the orders have been countermanded. On 
this hypothesis it is diflicult to understand why 

. Kaufmann sent his agent to the Emir 
of Bokhara early in June to obtain 
permission to march through his terri- 
tory. The Anglo-Russian memorandum had 
then been signed, invitations had 
been issucd to the Congress, and the chances of 
war were very slight. While the earlier prepa- 
rations inthe spring may have been made in 
view of the possibility of an outbreak of hos- 
tilities, itis scarcely probable that marching 
orders would have been issued as late as June 
23. when a peaceful solution of the Eastern 
question was certain, if the efpedition had been 
intended as a menace to England. 

CONQUESTS IN CENTRAL ASIA. 

The four cities on the line of march were 
Tashkend, Samarcand, Bokhara, and Balkh. 
They are situated in the vast region formerly 
known as Independent Tartary, and now calied 
West Turkestan, It comprises the Khanates of 
Khiva, Kokand, and Bokhara, a southern tier of 
Small Khauates, and finally Balkh. The Rus 
sian advance eastward and southward in Central 
Asia began early in the present century. Forty 
years ago Persia had surrendered 70,000 square 
miles of territory, and the  Tartars 
270,000 square miles; and within twenty 
— the conquest of Khiva and Kokand has 

n completed, and Bokhara bas been brought 

“under Russian influence. The line of conquest 
did not begin on the eastern shore of the Cas- 
pian Sea, but led from Orenburg to the Sea of 
Aral, ana thence along the banks of the Ser 
Daria. During the reign of Nicholas a chain of 
trading posts and military stations was estab- 
lished on the river in the direction of Tash- 

kend, Fort Perovsky being the strongest link. 

A mi y commission reported in 1851 that it 

was absolutely necessary to unite the new out- 

post line on that river with the advanced posts 

on the Siberian frontier. Aiter the Crimean 

War this plan was carried into execution. In 

1864 the City of Turkestan was captured, and 

in. the following year the frontier was 

extended bevond Tashkend. The Khans of 

Kokand and Bokhara. by their con- 

stant assauits upon the outposts, exposed 

themselves to a formidable campaign in 1808, 

when Samarcand surrendered to the Russian 

arms. The Khan of Bokhara was defeated in a 

pitcbed battle and forced to sign a treaty of 

peace, by which he acknowledged the right of 

the invaders to retaio ail that they had con- 

quered. The Khanate of Khiva was not invaded 

until 1873, when, under the pretext of repress- 

ing brigandage, an army was sent out in two 

main divisions,—one advancing from Turkestan 

on the east, and another from Orenburg and the 

Caucasus on the west. Ihe Turkestan column 

was under the orders of Gen. Kaufmann, and 

the line of march led across the steppes. The 

Khivans were defeated in several skirmishes 

and torced to abandon their Capital. The Khan 

signed a treaty of peace, by which a heavy in- 
demuity was imposed, and territorial ces- 

sions .were made by which the entire east- 

ern coast of the Caspian was brought under 

the dominion of the Northern Power. In 1872 
@ revolution occurred in Kokand, and the con- 

quest of the Khanate was completed. By these 

successive movements what may be roughly de 

scribed as the northern half of Turkestan, from 

the Caspain to the Chinese frontier, has become 

Russian territory, although fthe Khauate of 

Kutva is still pominaliy independent. Lhe laet 

expedition made in this quarter was in the di- 

rection of the mountains southeast of Bokhara. 

Prince Gortschakoff at one time promised to re- 

store Samarcand to the Kahn of Bokhara, but 

he has never done it; and Russian influence has 

steadily increased in the southern district. Tue 
on is completely at the mercy of 

Gen. Kaufmann, and from a military or politi- 

erl point of view his position would scarcely be 

improved by its complete conquest. By the 

occupation of Balkh, however, he will gain a 

commanding outlook upon Afghanistan and the 

frontier of Northern India. 

THE DISPUTED TERRITORY. 

The province of Balkh forms part of the an- 
cient Bactria, which was conquered in the sev- 
teenth century by the“ Great Moguls, in the 
eighteenth by the Afghans, and in 1825 by the 
Bokharians. The rights, however, of the Emir 
ot Bokhara over Balkh were never acknowledved 
by the Afghans, aud probably at this moment 
the country is held neither by Bokharian nor by 
Afghan troops. The territory of Balku meas- 
ures 250 miles in length by 120 in breadth. 
With the Oxus on the north, Balkh is bounded 
by the Hindoo-Koosh on the south; and, aban- 
doning the line of the Oxus as restricting them 
uuduly, the Russians are now, to all appear- 
ances, about to assert that the !lindoo-Koosh 
forms the natural limit to their Central Asian 
Posse sessions. It has te u suggested that En- 
giana will heve no right io take offense 
at the occupation of Balkb, since, though 
claimed by the Emir of Afgianstin as 

ove of his provinces, it has never been be 
neath Shere Ali’s actual rule. According, in- 
ceed, to the Russians, Balkh beiongs to the 
Emir of Bokhara; but the Emir of Bokhara's 
view op the suvject is sufficienti¥ suown by his 
asking the Russian agent what Shere Ali would 
say to the expedition. Balkh is in fact disputed 
territory. When, some years ago, the English 
and Russian Governments entered into a dis- 
cussion on Central Asian affairs with a view to 
the recoguition of a weutral zone between the 
Russian possessions in Central Asia and the 
English possessions in india, or at least the 
traciog of a line beyond which the Russians 
should not advance, it seemed difficult for some 
time to come to an understanding in regard to 
Balkh, which the Russians declared was a prov- 
ince of Bokhara, while the English maintained 
that it formed a portion of Shere Ali’s domin- 
ions. Ultimately, Prince Gortschakoff agreed 
to look upon Balkh as Afghan ter 
ritory, into which the Russians would 
have noright to penetrate. The line, moreover, 
which it was understood that the Russians were 
not to cross was that formed by the Amoo-Da- 
ria, or Oxus. Balkh, however, is south of the 
Oxus,—that is to say, on the Afghan, not on the 
Bokharian, side of the river. Iu ancient times 
this province was overrun by Genghis Khan, 

Tamerlane, and Nadir Shah; but it retained its 

importance as the great highway trom China 

and Central Asia to India, the capital being a 

halting place for caravans. 
OBJECTS OF THE EXPEDITION. 

The strength of the columns which Gen. 
Kaufmann is to lead through Bokhara is pot 
known, but that it is quite formidable may be 
judged from the fact that twenty-two picked 
offivers have been assigued to duty on the gen- 
eral stail. Envoys, moreover, have been sent 
irom Tashkend to the various Khanates of Cen- 
tral Asia, in order to secure allies in the ex- 
peeted war. The explanations offered by the 
Moscow press are explicit, aibeit not whoily 
trustworthy. The Gazette says:

ACROSS COUNTRY TO INDIA. 

The shortest line of communication with 
India is, of course, the water-line between the 
Mediterranean and the Indian Seas, by way of 
the Suez Canal and the Red Sea. The British 
navy, with its new coaling station of Cyprus, 
commands this water-way. The second line is 
from the Mediterranean to the Persian Gulf by 
the Valley ofthe Euphrates. This is the pro- 
posed route of the Transcontincntal Kallroad. 
with its branch line to Constantinople. The 
third is from Erzerum to the Persian 
Gulf by wayof Bagdad. This line of commu- 
nication is circuitous, and, so far as military 
operations are concerned impracticable. The 
Russians have been said to threaten this base by 
the conquest of Kars and Batoum; but, even 
if they could send an army across the country, 
they would be powerless at the head of the 
Persian Gulf unless they hada navy. Besides, 
they have a shorter line of approach from the 
Caspian Sa through Persia. it, however, they 
ever wish to make a sortie in the direction of 
india, they will not march throurh Asiatic 
Turkey, nor through Persia, but through Bok- 
bara. Samarcand, which is now ope of their 
outposts, is only 533 miles from Pesbhawur in 
the Punjab, and fromthe main pass leading 
from Afghanistan into India. The annexation 
of the Khauate of Bokhara would bring them 
within 150 miles of Cabul, and the conquest of 
Balkh would place them on the threshold of 
Afghanistan aud of India.

THE GATES OF INDIA. 
Philadelphia Press. 

Since the conclusion of the Berlin Treaty, 
Russia has shown unusual activity in Central 
Asia. The arn y of Turkestan has been mobil- 
ized, and an expedition, under the auspices of 
Gen. Kaufmann, sent towards the frontiers of 
Afghanistan. An envoy. was previously dis- 
patched to the Emir of Bokhara to secure frea 
passage of the Russian troups through his ter- 
ritory. This was reluctantly granted, To-day’s 
telegrams report that Gen. Abramofski has been 
accredited as the Russian representative at Ca- 
bool, the capital of Northern Afguanistan. This 
isan important fact, and cannot fail to give 
umbrage to the British Government, Afighan- 
ist an is not a part of the Britisn dominions in 
India, but it is a dependency. As the vestibule 
to India, it is jealously guarded. Diplomatic 
intercourse with Russia bas hicherto been pre- 
vented. Several military stations have | been 
established at the head of mountain passes 
leading south, much to the dissatisfaction 
of the native princes. After the English inter- 
ference, in 1839, in the civil war between rival 
contestants for the throne, and the placing of 
Shah Shooja in power, a bitter feeling prevailed 
against England. It culminated in the insur- 
rection of Noy. 2, 1841, and 4 general massacre 
of the British troops. Although the prestige 
of the British arms was restored by the success- 
ful expedition of Gens. Poliock and Nott in the 
following year, the teeling of hostility was not 
subdued. On several occasions the Afghans 
have given proofs of their hatred of British 
rule, and of a disposition to form outside 
alliances for the expulsion of the intruder. In 
January, 1878, Schir Ali, Emir (Prince) of 
Afghanistan, addressed a letter to the Sultan 
of Turkey, warning him against the English, as

u people not to be trusted, and advising him to 


form an alliance withthe Russians. To this 
the Sultan replied that he had no faith in the 
Russians, and that they had always been 
his enemies, and the English his steadfast 
friends. He closed by admonishing the Emir 
not to permit himself to be deceived by the per- 
tidious suggestions of Russian spies. The Rus- 
sians have not neglected to envenom the mind 
of the Emir by means of the spies they have 
kept at Cabool and other of the chief points in 
the country. Notwithstanding all the appli- 
ances the English have brought to bear on eg 
the Emir refuses to be reconciled. The Rus- 
sians having led him to believe that they will 
some day assist him to drive out the invader, 
and to restore the ancient limits of Afghanistan, 
the Emir is ripe for mischief. A Russian Envoy, 
resident at Cabool, will increase the difficulties 
of the situation. The steady approach of the 
Russian army to the Afghan frontier creates a 
good dealof excitement among the deposed 
native Princes of India. It may provoke serious 
trouble before long.

EXCLUSION.

Impending Strike of the Philadelphia Iron 
and Steel Workers. 
Focal Disnctch to The Tribune. 

PHILADELPHiIa, Aug. 18.—As a result of the 
decision reached on Thursday, the emploves of 
the iron and steel manufacturers ‘received no- 
tice on Saturday that on Sept. 1 the proposed 
reduction of wages would take effect, and that 
on Aug. 24they wauld be expected to inform the 
respective mill-owners whether they would ac- 
cept the lower prices and continue 
work after the first of the 
month. As a result. of the notice 
the men employed inthe mills of Hughes & 
Patterson, Stephen Robinson, James Rowland & 
Co., the Philadelphia Lron & Steel Company, 
Marshall Bros. & Co., and the Fair-Hill Iron- 
Works met at Friendship Hall, Norris and Sep- 
viva streets. The discussion showed a general 
unanimity of spirit awatnst the proposed reduc- 
tion. Atter extended deliberation, it was de- 
cided to ‘inform the mill-owners that the 
men would work at the present rates up 
to Aug. 24, bat on that dav they 
would expect to reveive a written agreement 
between mill-owners and committees represent- 
ing the mea guaranteeivg a continuance of the 
wages now paid for the ensuing six mouths, 
and that in the event of a refusal the men 
would quit work. The formal communication 
to the mill-owners is as follows: 

We, the undersigned, have decided to work to 
Aug. 24 at the present rate of wages. After that 
we expect vou, our employera, to sign dur agree- 
ment for six month#from date at the present rate 
of wages. If not we will etop work. 

In regard to the situation, an intelligent 
workman said that wages are now so low that 
it is hardiy possible for the men to live, and 
especially those who have families. ** Why,” 
he continued, the reduction announced is a 
good deal more than 10 per cent, for, in addi- 
tion to cutting prices down, the number of tons 
making a day’s work. has been increasen. 
According to the proposals of the mil 
owners, the puddlers will get about $2.30 
per dav, while they now get about $3: the 
heaters, who will get $1.50 per day, now receive 
$2.05; the rollers’ wages would be 81.80. while 
their present rate is $2.50. The wages of the 
helpers and laboring men are to be reduced 
respectively from $1.70 and $1.25 to $1.20 
and 31.“ The employers seek to ignore 
the Mill Committee, consisting of three men 
from each mill, by the plan of having each man 
communicate his intentions verbally at the 
ollice. Formerly it Was customary for the Com- 
mittee to meet the mill-owners to discuss and 
arrange differences, Unless the owners consent 
to continue the present rate it seems certain 
that all the men will, be on the strike after 
Aug. 24.

Wasnineron, D. C., Aug. 18.—Mr. William 
A. Giavett, Internal-Revenue Agent, formerly 
stationed at — — having charge of the 
District of Missouri, Kansas, aud Colorado, has 
been spending some days bere, in consuitatk 
with Commissioner Raum on the subject of the 
new measures adopted to prevent the liberal 
gauge, Mr. Gavett. in the course of a conver- 
sation with Iun TrIsunge representative, re- 
marked that the recent seizure of the Melntvre 
distillery at Pekin was a complete justification 
of the reports made by Gavett long since as to 
the condition of aflafrs in that district. ‘Lhe 
very text of these reports shows the same facts 
which Westerman has recently confessed to 
Somerville and the United States officials, and 
upon which the Melntyre distilierv has been 
seized. In that famous nicht-interview when 
Gavett and other revenue-oflicers visited West- 
erman at his house, the foundation was laid for 
the confessijpn which has just now been made. 

It happened that Agent Gavett also, as tar 
back as 1872, made a report as to the great 
Whisky Ring in St Louis, which was verified in 
a similar way. At that time he declared that 
there was a gigantic ring in existence, the head 
of which was Snpervisor MeDonald: but Me- 
Donald. Ford, and others of the party who were 
in power at St. Louis at that tume, came to 
Washington, and were more influential than 
Gavett, and his reports were ineffectual. 

EIGHT STATES FOR GRANT. 

Gavett has just returned from a tour throuch 
eight States, and tinds an astonishing uvanimity 
or feeling among all Republicans in favor of 
Gen. Grant as the next Presidential candidate. 

HOW TIE MORMONS WERE BITTEN. 

At Sait Lake City Gavett found that the Mor- 
mons were issumg regular currency through 
their co-operative stores, This currency was 
used to pay laborers on thie Tabernacle, and for 
ail the general purposes of currency. it was 
received in exchange for goods at the Mormon 
stores. Mr. Gavett met with no opposition 
from the Mormons in his investigation. Books 
were readily thrown open to bim, and the Mor- 
mon authorities seemed t@ have been taboring 
under an honest misapprphension of the Jaw.

THE TRADE DOLLAR. 
ANOTHER MINT JULEP. 
Special Mente te The Tridune. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Aug. 18.—The Treasury 
Department bas received many communications 
from manufacturers and bankers respecting the 
circular of tue Director of the Mint relative to 
the value of the trade dollar. They argue that 
the Government has been guilty of little less 
than aswindle. All seem to labor under the 
impression that the Government has put the 
trade dollar into circulation. To answer these 
complaints, a letter has been prepared by R. E. 
Preston, Acting Director of the Mint in the ab- 
sence of Dr. Linderman, addressed to a Western 
banker. This letter traces the full history of 
the trade-doliar legislation, and shows that it 
was never intended for home circulation. It 
was originally issued 
WHEN ITS INTRINSIC VALUB WAS $1.03 47-100, 
and all that the Government has to do with its 
coinage is to com it for persons who de 
posit bullion, charging them the exact cost 
of coinage. The trade dollar now has 
no ilegal-tender quality, aithough at 
one time it was a legal-tender for 83. 
Most of the trade dollars in circulation east of 
the Rocky Mountains have been coined since 
the passage|of the act repealing its ieral-tender 
qualities. The Government, therefore, the Mint 
authorities say, is not a swindle in declaring 
that the ballion value of the trace dollar is but 
QU cents. 155 the date of the letter, Ausg. 14, 
the Acting Director places the full value of the 
trade dollar at 90.4 cents.

It was suoposed the 
fa as a legitimate onc, directly attributa-

But gradualiy it became evident the concern 
had been insolvent for vears, during which 
tine loug-sa ved. money of working 
women, school-teaghers, orphans. oid men, and 
decrepit females, nad been borrowed by Hiner,

Slowiy at first, but gradually increasing, a 
man arises ( from a petty $200 swindle of the 
servant girl to the dignity of a $10,000 defalca- 
tion of a Masonic trus* fund, and thence by reg- 
ular promotion to base slander of our honored 


Mr. Hiner in brief charges that in December, 
1873, he indorsed a $5,000 note made by U. D. 
Mihills & Co. for the First National Bank of 
Madison under a special verbal promise of Mr. 
Galloway to save him harmless: that the note 
was bot paid, Galloway did not keep his prom- 
isc, and he (Hiner) became in consequence a 
bankrupt to the tune of $60,000. 

The principal business-men and citizens of the 
city well acquainted with Mr. Galloway during 
his lifetime express the most positive convicgion 
that Hiner’s story is absolutely lalse. The ar- 
ray of facts brought to substantiate this con- 
clusion appear perfectly overwheiming. For m- 
stance, the note was made in December, 1873. and 
became due, and was repeatedly renewed by 
Hiner, until the makers, U. D. Mihills & Co., 
lulled; thea Hiner took up the note by giving 
his own, and repeatedly through 1874 and 1875 
renewed his own «s it fell due. During all this 
tune Galloway, a wealthy man, a banker, gener- 
ous, and scrupulously conscientious, was living 
and doing business in the same city with Hiner, 
and it does not appear Hiner ever asked Gallo- 
Way to keep the pretended verbal promise, or 
even spoke to him vo tue subject of the note in 
question. 

In the summer of 1875 Galloway’s health 
failed, not rapidly, for he continued to be out 
around more or less until February, 1876, pro- 
fessedly engaged in closing up his various busi- 
Hess interests while strength was spared. It 
required on Hiner’s part but the simple 
mention of a buna tide (tam avainst Galloway 
and it would have been promptly canceled by 
payineut. He never mentioned it to any one, su 
fur as can be learned. In May, 1876, Galloway 
died; his estate was duly probated and closed 
up No claim by Hiner, and pot until within 
the past sixtv days was Galloway's name public 
ly mentioned in connection with the note.

The Defiance of Dias—Reports of Sharp 
Correspondence Between the Mexican 
Foreign Office and Minister Foster. 

Correspondence New York Worid. s 
Mexico, July 29.—It is not often that Presi- 
dents deliver themselves freely upou delicate 
questions, but Gen. Diaz is an exception to the 
rule. He bas on several occasions been kaowo 
to express himself very frankly on the Amer, 

‘au question, aud only a few days ago he spoke 

to an American gentleman upon the -elations 

betweev the United States and Mero with 
suldierly biuntness. in reference to the invita- 
tion of the managers of the Loursvilie (Ke Kr 
busition for hita to pay them « visit in Septem- 
ber or October, he said that for a vumoer of 
reasons he was compeiled to de line, Wut that 
certain articles would be sen@@from thts couotre 
for exhibition there; he wished euceesa to motu 
the merchants of Louisville and Cheat m 
their efforts to establiah commercial relations 
with Mexico, remarking that these ere pretera- 
ble to armed relations Ille aan that the Met 
can forces met by tien. Markerzie were surat 
guards, but if they bad been reyular trons the 

Awerican forces would have O«ro attacked ce- 

gardiess of the disparity in oumbera, fur his 

Mister of War had issned peremptory orders 

to that effect. Being qureationed with regard to 

a commercial treaty with the Uutted States., he 

replied that no treaty is af present unde, con. 

sideration, and ma of any description west- 
ever would be entered tata by the Ins Govern- 
ment until the order to Gen Ord autborzuw 
the passage into Mexican territory of Amertcan 
troops be revuked, He atated that Mr Zams 
na, the Mexican. Minister ic Washinvton, had 
buen directed to mske a formes! protest against 
the recent tuvasion of Gen Mackenzie, which he 
denounced as an Guirage. and that a very ener 
getic pote on the same subject had been sent to 
the United States Legation to tuts city. Gen. 

Diaz gave it as his opmiod that the American 

Government is prejudwed agaipat theta and pot 

disposed to do him aste, The inpression 

made on the gentlemen referred to by thus m- 

terview is that, although resident IMez prefers 

bene With the United States, he expects a war 
in the pear future, and ts preparing for it. The 
truth is, both the Government and the people 
ul in a very bad humor with the Americans, 
and serivds trouble ts looked up as Inevitable.

President Dwz referred m the interview alluded 
to above, although supposed to be enveloped in 
all the secrecy customary in diplumacy, ts iu- 
deed a secret to nobody. It appears that in 
botl the protest apd tue uote the invasion of 
Gen. McKenzie was protested dgaivst as a vio- 
lation of international law and h gross utrage 
oo the part of the Unutted States., aud reparativua 
Was demanded. At the same time, the uvtcasivon 
Was embraced to complain of the conduct of the 
Awerican Government in giving protection 
to Escobedo aud his followers m Texas, 
and to state thet negotiations for the gettle- 
ment of the pending questions cau have no good 
results unt Meise receives datisiaction. If 
we are to believe tae rumors thal emanate frum 
the National Palace, tae very energetic note 
from the Minister of Forewa Affairs reecived 
just us energetic a reply frum Minister Fuster. 
it is said that this gentleman stated that the 
ordet autnorizing the passave of the Rio Grande 
by American troops bad not been issued until 
the ruids from this side bad become unbearabic ; 
that he could not see how Gen. McKenzic’s raid 
could interfere with the negotiations for the 
settlement of the pending questions, because 
he had scen no disposition on the part of the 
Mexican Goverowent to enter upon their 
settiement. He also stated that for vears past 
Mexican troops have been in the habit of fol- 
lowing Indians into Arizona, aui that they bau 
always been welcomed by the American 
authorities and citizens, and finally that the 
crossing of a body of Mexican trbups into Texas 
lust summer, when they attacked and delédted 
a band of Mexican revolutionists encamped in 
the desert above Kagle Pass, although a viola 

tion of American soil, was not cousiaered by the 
Awerican Government as a sufficient cause for 
breaking off negotiations. In regard to the 
suppused protection afforded by the American 
authorities to Gen. Escobedo, Minister Foster 
exoresses surprise, stating that Gen. Diaz 
should know from experience tbat it is im 90881 
bie for the American authorities to prevent such 
conspiracies as those charged aghiust the Lerd- 
ist General, as he (President Diaz) during the 
lust revolution had taken advantage vf the se- 
curity afforded on American sail to plot the 
downfall! of Mr. Lerdo, then the lawful Presi- 
dent of Mexico; that by means of conspiracies 
carried on iu Brownsville be induced the garri- 
son at Matamoras to joia hit ; that after he 
was defeated in the battle of Icamole, when 
bis forces were scattered in cvery direc- 
thun. he took refuge ou American territory, 
where be was upmolested by the authorities, 
dud tinally, that, owing entirely to the protec- 
tion vifered by the American flag, he escaped 
being captured by his enemies ou 4 vesse) off 
the port of Tampico. It is also safd that the 
Mexican note stated that the raids qu the frun- 


tier are common to. both sides of the Rio 
Grande. Tothis Mr. Foster replied that he did 
not wish to hear any more sucd statemerms, un- 


less accompanied by the proufs; that time and 
again he had Ghallenged the Mexican Goveru- 
ment te cite a! single instance When marauders 
had made raids from American territory iniw 
Mexico, and that neither Mr. Lerdo’s Goveru 
ment nor that of Gen. Diaz had been able to 
name a single vase. 

When it 1s understood that all that I have 
written concerning these two notes is knows to 
the public genéraliy here, the )-teelog cuter- 
tamed for Americans, to which 1 have referred, 
is casily accounted lor.

THE FRENCH ASSIGNATS. 

The plan to make everybody rich by issu- 
ing fiat-money is not new. It has been 
tried many times, and has always failed. 
For the benefit of persons who honestly be- 
lieve that the plan is practicable, we propose 
to notice an historical trial of it. The 
French assignats are the best historical ex- 
ample of a paper currency based upon the 
resources of a nation,” without regard to the 
wants of trade. The assignats were first 
proposed during the French Revolution. 
The Revolutionary Government found itself | 
in strange and awkward circumstances. It 
had an army to support, an immense war to 
carry on, and no money. But it had re- 
sources, or what it supposed were euch. 
Crown and Church property to the amount 
of $80,000,000 had been ordered sold by the 
Assembly. It was desirable to find means of 
disposing of these lands without depreciat- 
ing their value. Jzan Syuvarn_ Balt.y, 
a Deputy and Mayor of Paris, came forward 
with a plan to accomplish this. He pro- 
posed”—we quote from Turers’ ‘ French 
Revolution ”—** to transfer these possessions 
to the municipalities, which should purchase 
them ina mass, for the purpose of selling 
them again by degrees, so that the sales of 
ail might not take place at once. The mu- 
nicipalities; not having funds to pay im- 
mediately, should give bills at a certain date. 
and the conditions of the State were to be 
paid with dons [orders] on communes, which 
they were required to pay off in succession. 
These dens, which in the discussion were 
called municipal paper, furnished the first 
idea of the assignats.” This plan was at 
once approved. But it occurred to many 
members of the Assembly that, in the exist- 
ing state of affairs, many people might not 
wish to buy lands or to take assignats in 
eXchange for commodities. It was there- 
fore determined to give them a forced cur- 
rency, or, in other words, to make “ legal- 
tender” of them. Under these conditions, 
the first issue of assignats was made Dec. 
19, 1790. It amounted to $80,000,000, the 
estimated value of the lands first ordered 
sold by the Assembly, but a mere tithe in 
value of all the lands confiscated. The as- 
signats thus issued were distinetly made 
payable ia land. Domain Nationaux was 
printed on them, and they were understood 
and declared to be assignments of the nation- 
al lands to the holders of the bills of credit. 
The second issue of assignats, made 
June 1, 1792, amounted also to $80,000,000. 
Sept. 29 of the same year a third issue of 
$160,000,000 was authorized, but it was at 
the same time explicitly declared that the 
total of $250,000,000 Should not be exceeded, 
and that -the assignats redeemed in lands 
should be canceled and destroyed. The first 
issue, it should be understood, bore interest 
at 4 per cent; all the other issues bore no 
interest. By August, 1793, the amount in 
circulation was $755,200,000. Means were 
then taken to diminish the circulation. More 
than $100,000,000 worth bearing the Royal 
effigy were demonetized, and $200,000,000 
were redeemed by a forced voluntary loan. 
By these and other means the volume of 
currency was largely decreased. The assig- 
nats, which had fallen three-fourths and even 
four-fifths of their value, rose to par with 
specie. Part of this rise was due to the de- 
crease in the circulation, and part possibly 
to the victories of the Republican armies, 
and the stringent laws against the use of 
specie, giving all hidden gold, silver, or jew- 
els to the State and the informers. | 

The temporary appreciation of the as- 

signats was speedily lost. Encouraged by 
their apparent favor with the people, the 
Assembly set the presses in motion again. 
At the beginning of 1794 the sum total of 
the issues was doubled. Nearly $800,000,000 
had been added to the sum which previpusly 
existed, and had raised it to about 81,600, 
000,000. Deducting the sums which had 
come back and been burned, there remained 
in actual circulation $1,107,200,000. Inu June 
of the same year the creation of a fresh 
200,000,000 was ordered. The depreciation 
from this point was rapid. In spite of the 
victories of the Republic, the assignats, after 
the fall of Roprsprerre, were not worth 
more than a sixth or an eighth of their 
nominal value. They lost all meaning as a | 
measure of values. Speculation again be- 
came rife, and, as ALISON says, The 
people, in the midst of the horrors 
of famine, were exasperated by the 
sight of fortunes made out of the misery 
which they endured.” The louis was sold 
for 60 livres in paper, and in an hour the 
price was made to fluctuate from 160 to 200, 
and even 210 livres. JoHANNOT proposed a 
return to metals as the measure of values. 
Jean Bon St. ANDRE proposed coin. Rarrron 
proposed that assignats should fall 1 per 
cent every day. But for one reason and an- 
other the Assembly rejected all these ¢xpe- 
dients, and passed a decree declaring that it 
would not listen to any proposition tending 
to bankruptcy. Meanwhile, bankruptcy had 
come and established itself. Riots broke out 
on account of the scarcity of provisions and 
fuel, and the impossibility of buying them 
with the only currency permitted by 
the Assembly. Bread was put up 
for sale in the Palais Royal at 
$4.50 per pound, and boatmen at oneof the 
passages of the Seine offered $8,000 for a 
service for which they formerly paid $20. 
““ Combien?” said one to a hackney-conch- 
man, what fare?” ‘Six thousand livres, 
answered he: some $1,500 in paper-mon- 
ey. Picneorv, at the head of the Army of 
the North, with a nominal pay of $800 a 
month, was in the actual receipt on the 
Rhine, in 1795, of only $40 of gold and sil- 
ver: 


The funds on which the enormous paper cirenla- 
tion was based [we quote from Assen}; em $rac- 
ing all the confiscated property in the Kingdom in 
lands, houses, and moveables, were estimated at 
above $30, 000, 000. 000; but. in the distracted state 
of the country, few purchasers could be fount for 
such immense national domains; and, there 
the security was, for all practical purposes, m. 
nominal. Foreign commerce having begun ti 
vive with the cessation of the Reigu of Tet 
saies being no longer foreed, the assicnat 
brought into comparison with the currency of a 
countries, and its enormous inferivurity precipitat 
still further its fall. 

In January, 1700 [says Mactrop, in his 1 
ory and Practice of Banking . the assiguats in 
¢circulation amounted to $10, 000, 000. 000, and the 
ps money had fallen to One-thousandth part of 
ts nominal value. The Government then deter 
mined to issue territorial Mandates at the rate o 
30 assivgnats to one mandate, whica were to be 
exchangeable directly for land. at the will of the 

viders, on demand. The certainty of obtain- 
ing land for them made tuem rise for a short time 
to 80 per cent of their nominal value; but neces- 
sity compelied the Government to issue $500, 000. 
000 of these mandates, secured upon land sup- 
to be of that value.

Asa matter of course, the pub lic 
creditors received payment of their debts in the 
same proportion. 
A few facts are to be noticed in a com- 


parison of the French assignats with the 
proposed fiat-money of America. First, the 
assignats had a more terrible fiat behind 
them than it would be possible for a free 
Government like that of the United States 
to exercise. On the 11th of April, 1793, 
the Convention decreed six years’ imprison- 
ment in chains to any one who bought or 
sold assignats for any sum in specie 
different from their nominal value, 
or made any difference between a 
money price and a paper price in payment 
of goods. Later, the penalty was increased 
to twenty years’ imprisonment; and these 
are but specimens of many enactments to 
the same effect, including those which pre- 
scribed a maximum selling-price, and pun- 
ished forestalling, or the withholding 
from circulation of articles of first necessity,” 
with death. These surely were fiats of the 
most powerful kind; but the paper money 
fellin value in spiteof them. If French 
flats in a reign of terror could not keep pa- 
per money in circulation, how can American 
fiats, in a peaceful and law-abiding com- 
munity, d> more ? 

A second important difference between the 
French assignats and the proposed Ameri- 
can fiat-money is that the former actually 
represented value and was based on com- 
modities. The property seized when the 
assignats were first issued was valued at 
$400,000,000, and this increased gradually 
to $1,750,000,000, and finally to $3,000,000, - 
000; but the grand total was not sufficient 
to keep in circulation at par even $500,000,- 
000 of mandates, directly exchangeable for 
land. The American fiat-money, i“ ik were 
issued, would not have even land back of it, 
but merely the declaration of the Govern- 
ment, and that declaration, as we have al- 
-ready shown, could not be enforced. 

The fallacy of the assignats was in basing 
them upon a commodity, and supposing that 
they could safely be issued so long as the 
commodity on which they were based was 
unexhausted. But money is a medium of ex- 
change; and, if more of it is issued than is 
required to accomplish exchanges, it must 


| depreciate in proportion to the excess of the 


supply, whether it is based on land or any 
other commodity. Prof. Perry well says, 
in this connection, in his Political Economy: 


There can be no doubt that these assignats caused 
more suffering in the French Revolucion a hundred 
fold than the prisons and the guillotine. It may 
be said that the Government ought not to have 
issued them in such quantities. Perhaps it ought 
not. But there never has been a Government yet, 
of the many which have issued irredeemaple paper, 
which had the wisdom and firmness to resist for 
any great length of time the temotation to emit 
large quantities. There is no stopping when once 
the issue js begun. The first batch of such paper 
usually banishes coin fromthe currency. There is 
no way to entice it back except to call in and burn 
np the paper. Revolutionary Governments are not 
generally in a position to do this. Therefore they 
have recourse to credit-money, and when the 
press is eet at work it must work on with livelier 
speed. because just in the ratio of the depreciation 
is a greater amount required to meet the ordinary 
payments. 


The history of the assignats shows, if it 
shows anything, that no currency can safely 
be issued beyond the wants of trade. The 
question is not one of security alone, but of 
use; and if a currency, however well se- 
cured, is in excess of the use, or demand, for 
it, it must depreciate. Depreciation is likely 
to be much more rapid and disastrous in the 
case of a money based on a fiat of Govern- 
ment alone, than in that of a currency rest- 
ing upon an unquestioned security in public 
lands. So that, if we had to choose be- 
tween fiat-money and a trial of assignats 
based on public lands in America, we should 
choose the latter as the wiser plan. But 
either would be, if history teaches anything, 
disastrous in the extreme. 


A NEW CALENDAR OF CRIMES. 

A fair notion of the reckless and unscru- 
pulous exaggeration of the demagogues who 
run the Communist and Fiat Conventions 
may be obtained from the following extract 
krom the platform of the Connecticut Na- 
tionals ” : 


Ant. I. We denounce as crimes against the peo- 
ple the law making the greenback oply a. partial 
legal-tender; the act creating the nfitional-oank- 
ing scheme: the act changing curreney- bonds into 
coin-bomds; the act exempting bonds from ‘taxa- 
tion; the act repealing the income-tax; the act de- 
monetizing silver: the act for issuing interest 
bearing bonds for ttf purchase of silver bullion to 
be converted into subsidiary coin; the act for the 
forced resumption of legal-teuder payments; the 
act for the indefinite increase of national-bank 
cirenlatyyn and enormous contraction of the vol 
ume of the circulating medium. We recognize the 
financia! legislation of the Government from the 
commencement of the Civil War as an arbitrary 
dictation of a syndicate of bankers and usurers, 
with the single purpose of roobing tae many to en- 
rich the few. 


Wesster defines acrime to be any vio- 

lation of law, either human or divine; ‘a 
gross Offense, or violation of law, in distine- 
tion from a misdemeanor, or a trespass, or 
other slight offenge”; any aggravated of- 
fense against morality or the public wel- 
fare.” Itisonly under the last definition 
that the denunciation of the ‘enumerated 
charges as *‘crimes can be justified even in 
8 rhetorical sense; literally the framers of 
the laws which are so violently condemned 
ought to be indicted and sent to the Peni- 
tentiary, if the things were really crimes 
which the Nationals” denounce as such. 
Let us see what is the true character of these 
‘* crimes ”? 

1. It is alleged to have been criminal to 
make the pygreenback only ‘a partial legal- 
tender. The absurdity of this statement 
appears from the fact that the duthority 4o 
make the greenbacks legal-tender to any ex- 
tent was derived from the necessities of war, 
and that it would have been a crime“ 
against the Constitation if this authority 
und been exercised under any other condi- 
tions, Such is the decision of the Supreme 
Court, and the only intelligent inter- 
pretation of the Constitution. In ex- 
ercising an extraorlinary power, it 
is certainly not a crime, but a duty, to con- 
fine it within the narrowest limits permitted 
by the exigencies of the case. The only 
limitation upon the legal-tender function of 
the greenbacks was the refusal to receive 
them in payment of duties, and it was neces- 
sary to collect this revenue in the money of 
ithe world, in order to pay in that money the 
interest on the Government bonds. Without 
such a provision, the interest on the public 
debt could not have been paid in coin; and, 
without paying the interest on the pnblic 
debt in coin, the Government could not have 
sold its bonds abroad, and could not have 
obtained the money necessary to prosecute 
the War for the Union. Such a failure 
would have been much more like a “ crime,” 
for it would have been a cowardly and wick- 
ed abandonment of a holy war. 
2. The act creating the hational-banking 
Bystem is also denomnced| as a “ crime.” 
That is to day, it wis a “‘cfime” to furnish 
the people with 4 system whereby the cit- 
pulating medium of the country was enlarged 
by several hundred millions of dollars, and 
this extra circulation absolutely guaranteed 
to be as good as the Government currency 
itself. It is very singular that the Nation 
als,” whose chief aim is to secure an en- 
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larged volume of paper money, should da- 
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just that end; and those who remember the 
wildcat money that circulated before the 
War, under the State and private banking 
system, will scarcely agree that it was a very 
heinous offense to substitute a national- 
bank currency which was uniform to the 
extent of being always at par with green- 
backs, and the redemption of which in legal- 
tender was absolutely secured by the de- 
posit of United States bonds. Nor will the 
millions of people who have had a personal 
experience in the advantages which the 
national-banking system has furnished the 
business of the country join in this exag- 
gerated denunciation. 

3. Changing currency bonds into coin 
bonds” is also denounced as a crime. We 
do not know what this refers to unless it is 
the Public Faith act of 1869, in which the 
payment of United States bonds was pledged 
in coin. To say that these bonds had pre- 
viously been payable in currency (that is, 
greenbacks) is begging the question ; it 
could only be inferred from the fact that the 
interest had been made expressly payable 
in coin without attaching the same stipulation 
to the bonds themselves. But suppose they 
were before “ inferentially” payable in 
greenbacks, the greenbacks themselves 
were and are vayable in coin, so that it 
amounts to the same thing. To pay the 
bonds in greenbacks, and then redeem the 
greenbacks in coin, would be a round- 
about way of doing what is now prom- 
ised directly; to pay the bonds in 
greenbacks, and then refuse to redeem the 
greenbacks, would be repudiation, which is 
perhaps the highest degree of crime of 
which a nation can be guilty. Besides, the 
greenbacks, when originally issued, were 
made fundable into United States bonds, and 
had not this pledge been violated there would 
have been no greenbacks with which to pay 
off bonds, and it culd not even be in- 
ferred” that the United States bonds bearing 
interest were to be redeemed with non-inter- 
est-bearing evidences of indebtedness. In- 
deed, had such an inference been general, 
the sale of bonds would have been 
enormously curtailed, and those sold could 
not afterwards have been funded at a lower 
rate of interest, except in exchange for coin 
bonds. ~ 

4. It was also criminal toexempt bonds 
from taxation. That is to say, it was crim- 
inal for the Government to raise money in 
war times at 6 per cent, instead of 8 or 9 
per cent, which it would have been forced to 
pay under a system of taxing its own se- 
curities. It is also criminal, by the same 
token, to go gn refunding the bonds now at 
4 per cent, instead of 6 or 7 per cent, as 
would need to be done if the bonds were 
subject to either United States or State 
taxation. It was criminal, then, not to tax 
the people of this country from 810,000, 000 
to $60,000,000 more every year to meet the 
excess of interest on a debt of $2,000,000,- 
000 which would have been necessitated by 
any tax on United States bonds,—a tax 
which, for obvious reasons, could never be 
collected. We have gone over this subject 
in detail, so it is only necessary to refer to 
the unreasoning character of this particular 
‘* crime.” 

5. It would be tedious to examine into all 
the solecisms and absurdities of this arraign- 
ment of the eutire financial system of the 
country as criminal, but we desire to direct 
attention to one more instance as illustrative 
of the unthinking character of these fiat 
lunatics. They denounce as a crime the 
act for the indefinile increase of national- 
bank circulation and enormous contraction of 
the volume of the circulating, medium.” 
Could anything be more ludicrously contra- 
dictory? An “indefinite increase” was an 
enormous contraction,” and it was a crime 
to authorize an unlimited expansion. It is 
certainly useless to argue with people who 
can solemnly utter such grotesque contra- 
dictions. 


THE GERMAN SOCIALISTIC STRUGGLE. 

Two hard biows have been dealt at Social- 
ism in Germany,—theone by new combina- 
tions of political parties consequent upon Bis- 
MARCK’S discarding of the ultra Liberals, and 
the second by Brsmardx himself in the sub- 
mission to the Federal Council, preparatory 
to its introduction in the Reichstag, of an 
unusually severe bill for its suppression. 
The effect of the latter remains to be seen, 
but we can already appreciate the full force 
of the former. It will be remembered that 
after the first attempt upon the life of the 
Emperor the Government prepared a bill for 
the suppression of Socialism which was so 
sweeping in its measures that the Liberals, 
although they have always been opponents 
of the Socialists, at once deserted the Gov- 
ernment and declared their hostility to the 
bill because it took the punishment of of- 
fenses away from the jurisdiction of the tri- 
bunals where it belonged and submitted it 
absolutely to the Administration. This 
was the first break in the ele- 
ments of his old majority. When 
the second attempt was made to kill the 
Emperor, BisMarck seized upon it at once as 
a lever to use for his political advantage. 
The Ultramontanes had already agreed to 
support the Government in any measures it 
might adopt against Socialism, provided the 
Government would make certain concessions 
relative to the FaLcxk laws and other restrict- 
ive legislation against the Church, With 
the Ultramontanes for the nucleus of his 
new party, and with the increased majority 
the Conservatives were likely to secure, there“ 
was every probability that the little groups 
would add sufficient strength to turn the 
scales in favor of reaction, He dissolved the 
Parliament, and a new election was ordered 
upon the ground that some new legislation 
was necessary to protect the life of the 
Emperor, or at least this was the only pre- 
text that appeared upon the surface. By 
this election the Liberals, though Still 
strong, have lost seats, while the 
Ultramontanes and Conservatives have 
made a considerable gain. The weight of 
the blow, however, so far as representation 
in the Reichstag is concerned, has fallen 
upon the Socialists, While the total So- 
cialist popular vote was largely increased 
over former years, reaching some 600,000 in 
the Empire, it was by no means effective in 
seating candidates, owing to the new com- 
binations of other parties. For instance, in 
Berlin it polled 56,000 votes against 31,000 
last year, but it lost its two members from 
the city; and similar results happened in all 
the large cities of the Empire, sa that its 
array of votesin the Reichstagis reduced 
from fourteen toa mere handfal of half a 
dozen. In Berlin it.improved the gift of 
universal suffrage which Bismarck himself 
made to it to the very utmost, and gathered 
about it all the workmen out of employment 
and the large class of people who had be- 
come discontented with the existing state of 
things. From one point of view it was suc- 
cessful, and yet, while it is numerically 
stronger than ever before, it is at the same 
time relatively weaker. 


In this anomalous condition, Bismarck is 
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nounce as criminal an act which achieved 
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preparing to strike the second blow at it, 
and, if the blow succeeds, it must be a crush- 
ing one. The bill for the prevention of its 

which has taken the usual course of 
going to the Federal Council for its approv- 
al before submission to the Reichstag, is 
very sweeping in its character.

the authorities with power to expel all unem- 
ployed persons from the towns.

ARE SILVER DOLLARS FIAT MONEY ? 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Pontiac, III., Aug. 16.—The Fiats of this coun - 
ty are making quite an argument from tue fact 
that the Mexican dollar, containing 415 grains of 
silver, is only worth in our markets 90 cents. 
whereas our silver dollar, containing only 412% 
grains of silver, circulates in value at 100 cents. 
nere. —our Greenvackera ex¢gaim,—that shows 
you that money has no value, ly as it is stamped 
by the Government, be that money coin Or paper. 
Many honest and well-meaning men are misied by 
this argument. Would Tus nine please ex 
plain the anomaly, why a coin containing 420 
Frains and one containing 412', pass at equal val- 
we, and Another containing 41d grains only passes 
at 90 cents’ Uf we take hard money as the basis 
of our paper circulation, we must be consistent.

The Mexican dollars and the trade dollars 
are not lawful money in the United States; 
they have no value save as bullion, or metal. 
Their circulation has been a fraud, engi- 
neered by fraud, and has had no warrant of 
law. The United States is responsible for 
the existence of the trade dollar, and Con- 
gress should by law provide for the redemp- 
tion of the trade dollars in the standard dol- 
lars of the country. 

This point, that the silver dollar of 4123 
grains, nine-tenths fine, or 371} grains pure 
silver, being worth as metal 10 cents less 
than the gold dollar, and being a legal-tender, 
is necessarily fiat money to one-tenth of its 
legal value, has been discussed in this paper 
before. And it has been asked, If Congress 
can make à piece of metal worth 90 cents in 
gold a legal dollar, why can it not make a 
piece of paper a legal dollar? 

The Constitution of the United States 
made gold and silver coin the legal money of 
the Union, leaving to Congress the power to 
prescribe the denominations of the coins, 
and their respective weights. In 1793 it 
adopted the old Spanish dollar, which was 
tlien a recognized coin all over the world, as 
furnishing a suitable name, and being of a 
proper weight of pure silver, as the unit of 
American money. This dollar contained 
3714 grains of pure silver, and that weight 
of pure silver was declared to be the weight 
of the American silver dollar. Atthe same 
time, Congress adopted a gold coitage, 
prescribing) the weight of pure gold 
in the coinjof each denomination. These 
the gold and silver—became the legal coins 
of the United States, and all debts, public 
and private, were contracted and payable in 
coins of these weights and denominations. 
Congress then, or at any time since then, 
did not undertake to say that the gold eagle, 
or $10 coin, should always be equal to, 
or of greater or less value than, ten silver 
coins of 81 each; nor did Congress under- 
take that the silver dollar should always be 
equivalent in bullion value to the gold coins 
of corresponding denominations. The cbins 
of the two metals were made legal money, 
and any person was at liberty to select or 
prefer either the gold or the silver ¢oin\ 
in which to make contracts. For forty 
years after the establishment of this 
system of money, the silver coin was 
at a discount in gold; that is, the $10 gold 
coin was worth as much as $10.40 in silver, 
computed at the bullion vaiues. For the 
succeeding forty years the silver dollars 
were, as bullion, worth $1.03 to $1.05 in 
gold. So, from the beginning of our Sys- 
tem, the gold dollar and the silver dollar 
have never had the same value as bullion, — 
first one and then the other being of superior 
value. It was never undertaken by the 
Government that the bullion value of gold 
and silver should be permanently the same: 
all that the Government has undertaken at 
any time, and all that this or any other Gov- 
ernment can ever undertake to do, is to estab- 
lish a spacific weight of gold and a specific 
weight of silver, coined by the Government, 
to be an American dollar,“ and a legal 
equivalent for“ dollars contracted to be 
paid. 

The American dollar is, and has always 
been, defined t@ be 371} grains of pure silver. 
The Government has entered into no obliga- 
tion that this weight of silver shail purchase 
any other weight of gold, copper, brass, 
wheat, or other commodity. When a man 
makes a contragt to pay dollars, the law pro- 
vides that, in the absence of any other agree- 
ment, the coin pf 371} grains of silver shall 
satisfy the contract. 

The fact that the gold dollar will buy 
more pure silver than is contaihed in the 
standard dollar does not change the money 
character of the silver dollar any more than 
the fact that, a few years ago, the silver 
dollar would purchase more pure gold than 
was contained in the gold dollar, changed 
the money character of the gold dollar. 
Both were then dollars, as they are 
now dollars,—not because of any fiat 
power of the Government to give them 
fictztious value, because the term dollar“ 
deseribes a specific weight of silver, or a 
specific weight be gold, coined by the desig- 
nated authority, and with the interchanges- 
ble value of thebe two weights of metal the 
Government had no concera. They are both 
dollars, and the public can select either, as 
taste, circumstances, and the nature of the 
contract may determine. Any attempt by 
any Government to make the bullion value 
of the silver and gold coinage always the 
same would ire the recoinage of one or 


the other every few weeks or months. As 


the debtor always has the option to select 
the coin in which he will pay, and will inva- 
riably select that which for the time is the 
cheaper and therefore more abundant, the 
dollar which is most in use will become for 
the time the standard dollar,

THE ANGELL ROBBERY. 

It will be an error to catalogue the AnokLX. 
case among the official defaleations and em- 
bezzlements which have become so frequent 
of late years. Anoett simply robbed the 
Pullman Company, as a burglar might 
have done who had gained access to the 
vaults; he availed himself of the most favor- 
able opportunity, during the absence of Mr. 
Pula in Europe, to possess himself of 
the plunder and escape with it. His is not 
a case where he had been led on to take 
money that didn't belong to him, by unfor- 
tunate speculations or bad habits, and with 
the hope of making it good. He did not rob 
hig employers. ty installments, and cover up 
the theft by a manipulation of the books. 
The system af the Company was such as to 
render this impossible. He does not jum- 
self know that, at intervals of a few 
months apart, and during any tempo- 
rary absence from the office, Mr. 
PULLMAN caused an expert to go over his 
accounts,—not from any suspicion of his 
integrity, but as a matter of general precau- 
tion. Up to a few months ago his accounts 
were correct, and there is no doubt that the 
expert now examining them will find them to 
be so to-day. But he bad access to the vault 
and to the money-dgposit, and he stole some- 
thing over $100,000, with most of which he 
escaped in his actual possession. 

It is proper that this distinction shou!d be 
made between his case and the usual run of 
official and corporation defaleations, for 
many reasons. In the first place, there is 
no reflection upon the Company or the 
other officers connected with it, as there 
might be if the system had been loose enough 
to permit ANGELL to rob the Company from 
time to time, and cover up his defalcations. 
The bad habits charged up against ANGELL 
were all of very recent date, and were not 
suspected by those most intimately associ- 
ated with him. His crime cannot be charged 
up against the demoralized condition of the 
times, when men default with impunity be- 
cause they are fu such numerous company. 
The crime which he committed is one that 
occurs in alf times and countries, It was 
plain robbery. The money was taken, not 
to pay debts, not to bridge over bad places, 
not in the hope of repaying it, not to con- 
ceal excesses of the past, but to take away 
with him in the hope (so dismal and forlorn 
if ANertt had only known it) of living in 
ease and luxury in exile. 

There is nothing in his cage to call for the 
sympathy which is usually extended to un- 
fortunate and.speculative defaulters: the 
morality of this sort of sympathy is doubt- 
ful In any case, but it cannot be extended in 
the present instance. ANGELL, after a long 
career of decency, integrity, and social sur- 
roundings that ought to have kept him hon- 
est, turned thief. 

It is a curious case from a psychological 
point of view. Some people will charge it 
up to the account of total depravity ” ; 
but others, and especially those who knew 
anything of him, will think that a feeble in- 
tellect had something to, do with it, as well 
as innate dishonesty. Aside from being an 
excellent accountant and a systematic office- 
man, ANGELL was intellectually weak, and 
was not posséssed of that trait of moral 
courage (which is more nearly allied to the 
mind than to any moral sense) to rise above 
the troubles common to all human life. 
Never was man more mistaken than he is in 
the belief that. with a large amount of stolen 
money in his possession, he ¢an sécure hap- 
piness elsewhere. His life will henceforth be 
wretched in a degree he has never dreamed 
of before, and he will seek in vain the com- 
fort, luxury, and pleasure he has pictured as 
awaiting him. He may or he may 
not be apprehended and punished; but, 
whether he shall be or not, there will be no 
more real happiness for him in this life: the 
same weakness and lack of moral conrage 
which are so largely accountable for his crime 
will contribute to his misery im all his future 
career. 

It is fortupate, not merely that the 
amount stolen|will not materially affect so 
rich and powerful a corporation as the Pull- 
man Palace-Cat Company, but also that the 
announcement of the theft was not made 
till all the details could be given, and thus 
shut off false and injurious rumors. 
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The Boston Pilot, one of the ablest and 
most outsp®ken} Catholic organs of this ¢oun- 
try, speers som@ sharp questions at the biath- 
erskite DENNIS KEARNEY that he will do well 
if he stops swekring long enough to heed.

SNAKE-STORY., 


The Most Wonderful Summer-Occurrence 
Yet Reported, 
Reading ( Pa.) Eagle. 
« Faren Potts, aged 45, is a woodman residing 
about two miles from Warwick furnace. For the 
past six months he has been clearing a tract of 
land for his brother-in-law, about one-balf mile 
from his home. He is a stalwart, broad-shaui- 
dered man, and wears his hair close cut. He 
has a clean face aud heavy jaws. On Tuesday 
and Wednesday of this week Mr. Potts passed 
through probably one of the most terrible or- 


deals of its kind that any human being was ever 
called upon to endure. And all in the presence 
of his wife and four children. Wednesday of 
this week he left home as usual early in the 
morning, taking his dinner with him in a kettie, 
as he generally remained all day. He says he 
worked until noon, ate his dinner, and at 1 
o'clock worked on as usual. About 3 in the at- 
teruoon he became drowsy, and the heat was 
oppressive. As he was working by the job he 
concluded to take a nap. He rested in the shade 
of a large oak tree near a clump of rocks, his 
head lying on his coat near a projecting root. 
How long he slept Mr. Potts does not state, but 
suddenly he was awakened by a choking sensa- 
tion. He jumped up, and, as he fumped, real- 
ized that he had his mouth open dnring his nap. 
There was a strange taste in his mouth, and his 
throat felt raw. Suddenly he ejected about a 
half cupful of slime, and for a time he thoucht 
he had been poisoned. He felt very sick, 
and he vomited copiously and bad | pains, 
Alter vomiting he felt as if he was going to 
strangle, because, he says, something worked 
into his throat from his stomach, and then sud- 
denly disappeared. Minutes seemed hours to 
him, aud he says he was so terribly scared that 
perspiration stood in great beads on his fore- 
head, and he trembled in fear. He is out 6 
feet 2 inches tall, and weighs 195 pounds. He 
worked no more that afternoon, but went to the 
spring and filled his kettle with water. When 
he stooped to dip it out, he says he distinctly 
feit something twisting and moving in his 
stomach. Then he felt possible that during his 
sleep he must bave had his mouth open, and 
swallowed something. The thought nearly 
overpowered bim, and he says that he relied on 
the water he had in his kettle to keep himself 


from being strangled. As he walked’ 
towards home, every time be feilt 
his throat filling he drank pleuty of 


water, and by the time he baad reached home he 
had drank nearly every drop in the kettle. He 
was frightened, and when he told his wife that! 
he had either swallowed a snake ora lizard she 
dropped to the floor ina fit. The oldest daugn-| 
ter, aged 14, was quickly sent, to a neighbor for 
assistance. He was buying tfees from au agent 
of a New York pursery, to be delivered in the 
fall. Both men hurried to the home of Mr. 
Potts, and found bim and his wife nearly sense- 
less. Potts irothed atthe motreli, and his eyes 
nearly started from their sockets. The cluldren 
were screaming in terror and fear. Mrs. Potts 
was revived, and the agent, who was a physician 
somewhat out of practice, went to work on the 
giant woodman stretched on e floor. Mrs. 
Potts was told to prepare soine strong tea 
of a certain kind of plant ‘growing 
in the meadow, and, while this was 
being done. Dr. Gephart, the agent, and the 
farmer lifted Potts toa bench and threw. his 
head back to the wall. His throat was swollen, 
and he was given water to drink. He then 
breathed slowly, and.asked for more water. 
Gradually he revived and he slowly told his 
story. Ihe Doctor at once realized what bad 
taken place Strong, hot tea was then admin- 
istered, which caused a Vivicut vomiting, but 
nothing unusual was ejected. All that night 
Mr. Potts suffered, but his frinds remained with 
him, sitting up bg turns and taking care of him. 
During the night he had ten spasms. At 5 
o'clock in the moaning the Doctor” placed a 
wet towel on Potis’ breast, and then held his 
ear close to it. He then turned away, and 
seemed to be horror-struck. His worst fears 
seemed to be realized. At 6 o’clock he told 
Mr. Potts that, he had certainly swallowed 
some sort of a hissing repiile, because its 
movements within him could be distinctly heard. 
Potts was very weak, but still he said he would 
submit to any treatment. Dr. Gephart assured 
him that he would stand by him and do all he 
could. Finally Mrs. Potts was toidto heata pot 
of milk. Then Potts then inhaled the steam of 
this by bending his head very low. Instantly 
he feil back in a strangiing spasm, and it was 
thought he would die. He was with diſheulty 
revived. ** We must pursue that plan,”’ said 
the Doctor, and more milk was put on the stove. 
Potts was then ledout under a shed rdof and 
asked whether he was willing to undergo thay 
treatment. He consented. A wagon was 
pushed in and the men got in it. Above was a 
cross-beam. A strong rope was tied to this aud 


then securely passed around the lower 
limbs of the suffering man. rhe 
wagon was then pulled away. and 
Poits was icit banging heaa down. e wa 


aided in holding bis head up. Then the boiling 
milk was brought, and he inhaled the Steam. 
Dr. Gephart held VPott’s mouth open. The 
patient’s tongue protruded and his eves started. 
The thick steam flowed into his throat. and thd 
poor sufferer made a noise as if choking. Then 
quick as thought the Doctor saw ahead protrude, 
and, seizing it with bis naked fingers. be quickly 
pulled, and the reptile Was dashed into an empty 
bucket. Mrs. Potts was working like a beaver, 
and, while the Doctor was supporting the bus; 
band, the wagon was backedin apdin a few 
seconds Totts was lying on the ground nearly 
dead. e was given some whisky and 
water and was rubbed with coarse towel- 
ling, and finally he seemed to be resting easy. 
His eyes were bloodshot, aud every vein 
seemed bulged and ready to burst. Me was 
carried into the house and put to bed, and light 
food was administered, ilis throat Was very 
sore, but still be was thankful whea he was told 
that the reptile bad been removed. ‘The Doctor 
was soon busy examining it. The snake was a 
singular-looking one, and measured ploetcen 
inches in length, but at the thickest part of ita 
body it was not more than a half-inch. It was 
dark-green on the under side and black on — 
and apparently bad no Scales. It was killed 
aud put into a bottle filled with alcohol. Mr. 
Potts said be would not have it in the house, 
end never wanted to sce it again. The tree 
agent took it with him, saying be would never 
forget the incident in his life. The snake is 4 
real curiosity, because on its back, for about 
four inches, there are small protuberances 
growing, looking like feathers, and on the sides 
are small fins.

He sealed up his diary, however, and left it in 
the care of the Superintendent. Leet went into 


the Astor House at 9 o'clock this 
evening and engaged a room on 
the second floor. l'wenty minutes later 


he rang the bell yviolentiy for a porter, and, 
when the latter knocked at the door, be cried 
out that he wanted the chief of police to take 
histestimony. He was supposed to be drunk, and 
no attention was paid to his request. He rang 
still more violentiy§$ and repeated his demand 
to the porter. When he rang the third time, 
the night-clerk and the hotel detective went up- 
stairs avd rapped at his door. 

HE ANSWERED THEM WITII A PISTOL-SHOT. 
The bullet passed through the door, and close 
to the clerk. Three policemen were called, and 
Leet fired two shots at them through the 
door. He afterward said. he was bourd to 
kill somebody “as an experiment.” After fir- 
ing this third shot he opened his door and look- 
ed into the corrider. Seeing the policemaa he 
threw down his revolver and said: 

„ WERE. TAKE MB!” 

New Yorn, Aug. 18.—About 9 o'clock thie

Ihe officers then made a 
combiped rush and overpowered Leet before he 
could again fire. Leet was a witness before the 
Potter Investigating Committee last week. 
HE WAS TERRIBLY EXCITED, 

and said there was a conspiracy to kill him, and 
he meant to kill the first man who entered the 
room. He fired, be said, in self-defence, as he 
heard some ene trying to enter the room. 

Leet was taken to the City-Hail Police Station 
and locked up. He swore at everv one, and 
denounced all as part of a bana of conspirators.

A BOY'S DEPRAVITY. 


Stealing His Old Father's Money and Squan- 
dering it in #Wowery Concert-Saloon—He 
Spends $150 in Night for Cider, 

New York Tribune. 

A Kentucky boy of 16 had an adventurous 
career abruptiy mterrapted yesterday morning 
by Officer Hogan. The boy, whose name is 
John Shaw, of Covington, Ky., was seen to 
come out of a restaurant at No. 30 Bowery; 
grossiy intoxicated, in company with two dis- 
orderly wouren. Officer Hogan learned that 
the three had lunched in the restaurant, and 
that Shaw tendered a 890 bill in payment. Upon 
being told by the proprietor that he could not 
change the bill one of the women picked it up 
and put it in her bosom, saying, “I'll 
pay for the breakfast, and change the bill after- 
Wards.“ The ollicer started tn pursuit, and saw 
the three get on a Desbrosses street ferry car. 
He overtook the car, and asked the women if 
they. had any moncy belonging to the boy. One 
replied by producing the $50 bill. Hogan then 
108 ee to the Fourteenth Precinct Sta- 


tion. the girls gave their names as Jane 
Lewis! Pauline Reilley. The boy said he 
was on his way to Europe, When asked if he 
had any money, be drew trom his pocket $1,400 
in $0 bills. ‘Lhe prisoners were then taken to 
the Tombs Police Court, where the two giris 
were discharge, and young Shaw was held, to 
enable Supt. Walling to communicate with the 
boy's father. 

10 a /'rtbune reporter last night the boy told 
his story. He is 16 years old, short and slender 
for his age, and his sunburut face and tichid air 
give him the appearance of a farm youth. He 
talks like a country boy. and told bis story with 
no little embarrassment. He said: “My 
father’s name is William H. Shaw, and he, with 
my mother and two sisters, lives in Covington. 
My tather was a mattress-imaker, but, as he is 
65 years old, he had given up work. He had 
saved about $2,000, of which I took all except 
$100 before I left home. For a year I have 
worked in a glad factory and in a tin-shop. 1 
lost my place and could get nothing to do, and 
for this reason my parents called me lazy, 
abused me, and tried to drive me from home. 
A week ago Saturday my father ordered me to 
leave the house and not to return, saying that 
he would give me $100 to start in life. My 
people went out during the day. I took every 
cent of money in the house, $1,400 in all, and 
crossed the riverthat nicht to Cincinnati. There 
I stayed until Monday night, aud then concluded 
to come to New York, intending to go afterward 
to Beifast. Ireland, where 1 have relatives. 1 
arrived m New York ou Luesday night. | bought 
a ring and searf-pin, aud went to Brighton 
Beach and Staten Island. On Monday evening 
I went to a variety concert saloonin the Bow- 
ery. Here 1 met the two girls, Lewis and Reil- 
ley, and when I asked them to drink they calied 
for wine. I was charged $5 a bottle for what 
was only champagne cider. We sat in the sa- 
loon until 5 o’clock vesterday morning, when 1 
had paid $150 for cider since | went in there. 
fhe girls then started to take me home, and on 
the way we were arrested.“ 

Young Shaw said it was not material with him 
whether he went home or not. He did not show 
any outward signs of regret for his prc. 
Hie said he had not been toa theatre defring his 
stay in the cite, but had Visited concert saioons, 
treated everybody, and feit like a young nabod 
who could weil alford a little extravaganoe. 


ORVIL AGAIN. 


What He Claims to Kuow About “the Gen- 
oral,“ a Third Term, and Several Promi- 
nent Politicians, 

Dispatch to Oi neinnali Enquirer em.). 

Boston, Aue. 16.—Ex-President Grant’s 
brother Orvil was interviewed in this city yes- 
terday by a reporter. He said, regarding a 
third term, that the General had written to 
friends that he would on ho account accept a 
nomination for the Presidency.

Renewal of Activity in the Chicago 
Financial Situation.

FINANCIAL. 


The fall movement of currency to market the 
srope began last week and opened with great vigor. 
The amounts ordered were large. and the area over 
which they were distributed was large, showing 
that the policy of the farmers will be generally to 
gell their products freely. This fall distribution of 
currency gives a fair measure of what the fall trade 
is likely to be. The volume of the movement so 
far is regarded as encouraging by the merchants 
and bankers. and anticipations of an active and 
profitable business for the rest of the year are fair- 
ly indulged in. 

The market for New York exchange broke down 
ander the demand for currency, and sales were 

made between banks at $1 ver 81. 000 discount. 

The supply of negotiable paper was slack, and 
rates were moderately firm at 6@10 per cent, with 

lower rates to first-class outside borrowers.

THE $35,000,000 BONANZA SUIT. 

The arguments of the counsel of John H. Burke, 
in his suit to recover from Flood. O’Brien & Co. 
$35, 000,000, obtained by making, as Trustees of 
the Bonanza mines, contracts with themselves for 
milling and furnishing supplies, are reportea by 
the San Francieco Chronicle. The defendants are 
charged with having been actors in a huge drama 
of fraud. Sometimes they appeared as the Mill & 
Mining Company; again as the Lumber & Flume 
Company; yet again as the Nevada Bank of San 
Francisco: but always, at the same time, as the 
Trustees of the Consolidated Virginia and California 
Mines. One of the counsel stated that it was believ- 
ed that Flood & O’Brien no longer owned a major- 
ity of the Company's stock, but that they haa gained 
and beld control by the manipulation of proxies. 
They organized the Pacific Mill and Mining Com- 
pany, the Pacific Wood, Lumber, and Flume Com- 
pany, the Virginia and Gold Hill Water Com- 
pany. and the Nevada Bank of San Francisco. In 
their character as Trustees of the mines they 
made contracts with themselves as miners, mil!- 
men, lumber dealers, water-carriers, and bankers. 
The tapeworm plan of running and ruining cor. 
porations was never better carried or. One of the 
counsel analyzed the position of the defendants as 
follows: 5 

As Trustees of the Consolidated Virginia Com- 
pany it wus their auty to get the ores of the Com- 
pany mi'led a= cheaply as possible. and to obtain 
the highest ible percentage of the metals from 
them. As Directors of the racific Mill Company, 
and owning ail the stock in the Company, it was 
their interest te mix high-grade ore with low- 
gradc ore or with country reck, so that they might 
mill as manv tons as — at the highest rates 
they could extort, and to return as low a percent- 
age as possible to the Consolidated Virginia Min- 
ing Company, so that the slimes and tailings which 
they were to retain might be the more enriched. 

it was their duty to buy as little lumber 

ae possible, to get it at the lowest attainable price, 
and of the best quality, whilst it was their interest 
to sell as mach as possiole, at the highest market 
‘rates, and vf an inferior quality. Duty required 
them to buy as little water as possible and to buy 
it m the cheapest market; interest dictated that 
they should sell as much as they could, and that in 
the dearest market. It was their duty to borrow 
as little as possible at the lowest rate of interest. 
and to sei! the Company's bullion at the lowest cur- 
rent unt. It was their interest to loan as much 

money as they could at the highest rates of interest 

a obtain, and to buy the bullion at the 

brghest current discount. In all these dealings 

they were the sole judges of their own conduct, 

and the stockholders were entirely at their mercy. 

The gist of the argument for the plaigtiff was 
that the law made it illegal for men to place them- 
selves in a position of such conflict between duty 
and interest. The defense argue that to recover 
there must be fraad and overcnarge distinctly 


proved. 
_ MUNICIPAL FINANCES IN ENGLAND. 

The pressure of local debtand taxation is in- 
creasing in England, as it is in this country. In 
1871 the whole sum taken out of the pockets of 
local taxpayers in rates, tolls, dues, rente. and 
duties was $107, 900,000. In 1877 the taxes paid 
amounted, according to an official] report, to $141. - 
685, 000. The amounts for the eight years were, 
in round numbers: 1870-1, $108, 000. 000; 1871- 
2. $111, 000,000; 1872-3. 8115. 000, 000; 1873 
4. 5121. 000, 000; 1874-5, 8133. 000. 000: 1875 
6. $137, 000, 000; 1876-7, 8142. 000. 000. Besides 
expending the money received from taxes. the local 
municipal authorities of England spend sums re- 
ceived in grants from Parliament. and from 
loans. Between 1871 and 1877 the Treasury sub- 
sidies have increased from $4, 369, 370 to $10, 126, - 
255a year. In 1871 the municipal bonded indebt- 
ednes was $340, 000. 000; in 1877 it had increased 
to $531,510,000. The total municipal expendi- 
ture in 1871 was 8100, 700. 000; in 1876 it was 
$242,030,000. There are now 25 classes of local 
taxation authorities in England, exercising their 
power severally in about 27,000 distinct jurisdic- 
tions.

THE WHEAT CROP. 

The following summary of conditions is taken 
from the New York Produce Exchange Week!y: 

The wheat crop of 1877 gave an out-tarn of $25, 000, - 
O00 to 330,000,000 ba, including something over 1%, - 
eo bu exported. The crop of 1878 is vVartously 
estimated from 340, VOD, 000 to 400,000,000 bu and up 
wards. ; 

un abutldant crop is almost always over-estimated 
and a poor crop under estimated. 

Ibe acreage of both the wihter wheat and the spring 
wheat was somewhat larger in 1878 than in 1877. The 
ratio of the spring wheat to the winter wheat crop has 
been variable. Since 1870 it has been as low as 23 per 

’ as high as 38 per cent of the whole crop. 

The Winter wheat crop of 1878 is generaliv of good 
quality and was harvested in’ good order; but tn Ohio, 
indiana, and Illinois the out-turn at threshing does not 
meet previous expectations. 

The spring wheat crop in the three States of Iowa, 
Minnesota, and Wisconsin was badiy damaged by 
extreme heat and storms. 

There have been made large purchases of wheat in 
American ports for French account. It remaipe to be 
determined how long this large demand from France 
shall be continued. The French wheat crop is disap- 
pointing, and the oid crop has been about exhausted. 
The mainfenance of present prices will depend upon 
such continued demand from France. 

he English wheat crop of 1878, Mr. H. Kains Jack- 
son estimates at 13, 900, 00 qrs,, which is about 4.000. - 
OOO qrs more than the wheat crop of 1877 in the United 
Kingdom, that will consequently require 24.000 000 
bu less of foreign wheat during the next ceréai year

PEAR-BLIGHT. 

Mr. William Saunders, Superintendent. of the 
grounds connteted with the Bureau of Agricuit- 
ure, at Washington, says he has been experi- 
menting a loug time to try to prevent blight, 
and, whether or not be has an infallible rem- 
edy, he is unable to determine; he only knows 
that for ten ydars he has painted or washed ap- 
ple and pear trees once or twice a year witha 
lime-whitewash strongly impregnated with 
sulphur, and such trees have thus far eseaped 
the blight, though it bas appeared in the adja- 
cent orchards.”’ 

We might cite some orchards in this State 
which get along without blight, aud which re- 
¢eive only ordinary cultivation, and in which no 
special treatment is given. We can also cite 
one vase where it was supposed that coating the 

dy of the tree with linseed-oi! prevented

Five times has 
this large river been turned in its course; many 
umes ge cross and recross over substantial iron 
pridges, and the road runs smoothly all the way 
through this deep, long, winding mountain 

orge- 

It had been considered an impassable canon, 
and one gentleman told us bow, vears ago, he 
paaned to make the excursion which now he 
was taking in sucn comfort, but was dissuaded 
by the threatened danger of an attempt. Being 
hitherto imaccessible, of course there arc 
a yet no towns along the route, but 
many encampments.. The fascipation of the 
excellent fisning alone would tempt the tour- 
jcte.—a genticman caught 108 in a day at one 
point. -und. when the hunting is added, and tue 

* fine scenery thrown in gratis. it becomes quite 
irresistible to the traveler and pleasure or 
bealth seeker. 

As we advanced my amazement grew, for 
there were fresn surprises at every turn; we 
seemed entering dry, Awisting canals, hewn 
slong the side of the rock, and it was as if we 
had truly penetrated into regions never before 
trodden by the foot ot man. The summits 
grewJoftier and more imposing as we wound 
on into a region of greater aud greater boldness 
of outline, grander and more distmetive. 
making the clillé seem sometimes but 
s few fect apart, almost shutting 
us in from, apparestiv§ possible, further 
aavance. They clustered so closely about us 
that they often looked but à tew feet apart, 
and made the view of blue sky above look 
trebly bine!- It made the spaces. os we caught 
oceasional views through the openings of the 
inaccessible slopes, seem filled witha tumble® 
and chaotic mass of mountaina, and there scem- 
ed hardivy soace for fuothuld save oo our rails. 
Oo and on, through these points of bia in- 
terest, till we reached 
_ THE VICINITY OF CATHEDRAL MOUNTAIN, 
around which are grouped the lesscr hills, yet 

Al alike loftv. Right ahead of ys, clean cut, 
towering up in a strange, massivé isolation of 
form the castellated summiis of this mountain 
makes for itself grand rank in the landscape. 
But the rocky hills are by no means as sterile as 
their name indicates. For many, many miles 


their heavily-wooded sides stand dark, and 
fringed, and mossy in the great picture. 
The timber growth is very dense in places, 


and the most extensive brmbering estatlish- 
ments could here find every requisite to pursue 
the largest business. One of the greatest lum 
bermen of the West, having made a careful ex- 
amination of the forests there, estimates that, 
within easy access of the road, there is saw-tim- 
ber enoach to make 700. 000. 000 feet of lumber, 
and there are other reports of its abuucanye 
that appears te render it practicaily jnexhaust- 
ile, so that much of the way scems “with 
verdure clad.” 

But as we neared the “highest height“ the 
scene grew wilder; the boulders piled up everv- 
where: on both sides of us rose almost per- 
pendicular walls, while the water rushed and 
roared, clear and cold, along the bottom of the 
gorge. One couid fancy strange castles on those 
summits, where the sharp granite peaks lift 
themselves up in stern, unyieiding hardness. 
Gazing until one gets excited, as the scenes 
change, the varying aspects of the place an- 
swered from time to time, every requisite of 
sadlimity, from lofty pinnacles and stieev de- 
clivities to opening ravines and green spaces! 

THE ROAD WAS PROJECTED 

from Denver through the South Park tothe San 
Juan miving counirs, the rich mining districts 
on this route promising a large and profitable 
traflic: but, since it has been in process of cob 
étfuction, the wouderiul development of carbou- 
@eores rich in silver and lead in California Gulch, 
Which bave built up hke the erowthof the 
mushroom the great City of Leadville, bave 
been discovered. And the business of this 
mining district, which is near the route of the 
South Park Road, is already sufficient to make 
that road pay abundantly, if it had bulliiug else 
io depend upon.

On the way back, I noticed more particularly 
the irregularities of the rocks; and especially 
their rich and delicate hues, and how the grass 
and flowers clung to their sides, whenever and 
wherever a littie nourishment could be found:

INTERNATIONAL WRECKING. 

The Toronto ie discusses the international 
wrecking question. aud says the whole question 
may be compressed inte avery smail space, namely, 
the memorandum issued by the Minister of Cue.

lu case Of Violatiun iSigued) Jonson.

In giving the particulars of the recovery 
of the jewelry stolen from the Paimer House, 
Friday, by the deteetives yesterday, it was incor- 
rectiy studied that Mrs. Kuesener, whose husband 
detected the thieves, kept a millinery store in the 
jower part of the house, 361 State street. The 
lady rons a dressmaking establishment up-stairs. 
An error was also made in regard to the rental of 
furnished rooms by the Kuessners. They are not 
in the business, having but one room more than 
they need for their own use. 


An important bit of evidence in the Clark 
murder case, at LaGrange, was secured by Coun- 
ty Physician Geiger Saturday afternoon, it being 
nothing less than the bullet which caused the 
death of the mardered man. The parties who 
made the first post-mortem examination failed to 
discover it, but Dr. Geiger had the body exhumed, 
and found the bullet in the right ventriele of the 
peart. It is from a 32-cartridge, such as would be 
used in the reyolver found on St. Peters, the man 
suspected of the murder. 


The members of the Second Regiment 
were to have met yesterday afternoon at their 
armory in the Exposition Building to decide the 
question as to how many of their number will go 
to St. Louis to take part in the prize-drili tourna- 
ment, which is before many weeks to take place 


there. The attendance, however, was not satis- 
factory in point of numbers, and the meeting was 
put till to-night, when every member of the 


regiment is desired and expected to be present. 
Col. Quirk wants at least 240 men to go and com- 
pete for tne first prize. 


The female Communists held another 
meeting yesterday afternoon at Greenebaum’s Hall. 
What they did in the line of business and the agi- 
tation of the labor question they refused to state. 
One of the male Communists. under whose foster- 
ing care the females began their illustrious career 
as dabblers in public matters, toid a reporter that 
the thing had at last been completely organ- 
ized. Their aims, ovjects, etc., would in due 
time be fully explained. ‘The suffering public may 
expect the revaiation in due season.

TERDAY 


in the Palmer-House robbery. The prisoner, 
Charles Woodward, as he chooses to call himself, 
still refuses to talk to any extent. Detective Pink- 
erton interviewed him in the afternoon, and 
gleanea but little regarding his exploits or his 
identity This much, however, is certain: He is 
of English birth and education, and, being a 
„ crooked” man, is, of course, a very smart one. 
His family reside in New Y ork, and he belongs to the 
gang of professional workers iw that city who 
make a speciality of following and entrapping jew- 
elry salesmen and moneyed men of all descriptions. 
The fact that such a gang exists is well known, 
and was the sole cause of the jewelry houses of 
New York combining im the Jewelers’ Protective 
Association, which, one year ago last June, em- 
ployed tne Pinkerton detective system wo care 
for them, their agents, and all their property. 


The detectives engaged in the case are, or 
at least ought to be, well satisfied that 
the notorious jewelry-thief, Jack Horton. not 


Norton, as was misprinted in vesterday's Tant. 
is the head man of a gung in this city. Nevertne- 
less, there are reasonable doubts that bis arrest wil] 
not be effected in the present case. The why or 
wherefore is a matter not easily explained. He 
was in town as late as yesterday afternoon, but 
may not be here to-day. Woodwasd considers 
himself somewhat of a martyr, and has not yet 
epoken of his sadness and depression 
of spirits. He has, however, fuliy 
determined upon his course, and if taken into the 
Police Court to-day as is intended he will waive 
examination. Then when he comes into the Crimi- 
nai Court for trial he wiil throw himself upon\the 
mercy of the Court. and endeavor to get as short a 
term in the Penitentiary as possible. This course 
he has determined upon, because of the indisputa- 
ble proof of nis guil iness. The jewelry recovered 
was yesterday assoried at Pinkerton’s office, 
and the following inventory was made out: 
51 cameo sets; 4 fine cameo earrings; 39 gold 
hunting-case watches; 335 silver watches: 20 roll- 
plated guard-chains; 20 gold ‘vest chains; 15 
Kkoman gold neck-chains; 27 gold guard-chains; 
33 neck- chains; 81 neck-chaina, another pattern; 
387 gold lockets; 207 gold rings, set with cameos; 
442 band rings: 36 silver thimbies: 69 nickel 
chains: 72 vest chains; and 52 silver chains, 

It was then replaced in the original packages, and 
all, save a tray of watches to be used as evidence, 
was returned to Mr. Freund at the Palmer House, 
and was placed for safe-keeping in the vaults. No 
presents were given thus far. Mr. Kuessner, it is 
eaid, will receive a magnificent testimonial of his 


hones and integrity, and he certainly de- 
serves@it, for without his aid the detectives 
might have searched from now until dooms- 
day with no success. Indeed, he alone is 


entitied to the credit of the entire job, though 
Billie Pinkertou and Lieut. McUarigie managed 
the arrest and the recovery of the goods in a man- 
ner that does them honor. Mr. Freund set up the

GILDED VICE. 
SERMON BY THB REV. DR. LOCKE. 

Phe Rev. Dr. Clinton Locke preached yester- 
day morning in Grace Episcopal Church, on 
Wabash avenue, from the text: 

But ye — If aman shall say to his father or 
mother, it is Corban, that is to say, a gift, by 
whatsoever thou mightest be profited by me, he 
shal! be free. 

Some Pharisees complained to our Lord that 
certain disciples had sat down to meat without 
first dipping the tips of tbeir fingers in water. 
They said nothing about dirty hands or faces, 
it was simply a ceremony which the disciples 
chose to disregard. Ceremonies should be ob- 
served to some degree. It was as much of a 
matter of importance in the way of etiquette 
with those Pharisees then as it was with us of 
the present day to rise to receive a lady, 
or to eat with one’s fork. The 
only reason for observing these little 
ceremonies was because it had been found out 
that certain acts were agreeable and others dis- 
avreeable to our fellows; it was an instance of 
unselfishness to regard the feelings of others, 
was frequently shown by these acts of courtesy. 
Our Savior did not rebuke the reformer or dis- 
courage the etiquette of the day when He said 
to those who came to Him, Le are too mind- 
ful of the ways of men.“ He only did this to 
teach the people that with His sanction evil 
could be made good. 

Tae Satan of the Middle Ages was a hideous 
monster, who frightened people into following 
him. The Satan of to-day was asmooth-tongued, 
unctuous fellow, who neyer frighten d, but sat 
down and talked with us at our side; reasoned 
with us; told us that our natures were created 
weak by our Creator, and our Master would not 
blame us for a little fall, a few trifling sins. In 
the back ages sin was calied by its right name, 
and was severely punished—even unto death. 
In our days the matter was plated over, the 
man who robbed a treasury was called a de- 
faulter,“ and his steal was called dis- 
crepancy.”’ II sin could be called by its right 
name and seen in its right light, there would be 
less sin. Vice was excused by a great many 
sympathy-inspiring argumeuts. A thief ex- 
cused bis action by saying that it was for a 
starving wife and family that he committed 


his depredation. People would pass real 
misery by when by lending their assist- 
ance they might prevent crime, and would 


goto the theatres, to witness upon the boards 
the imaginary troubles of Camille,“ the giid- 
ed courtesan, acted by persons who were per- 
haps true to the character of the representation. 
There was no accounting for the eccentricities 
ot human nature. Vice under one guise was a 
seductive pleasure; under its right name ft was 
a nidcous goblin. 

He drew trom his discourse the lesson that 
the real pature of a vice should not be hidden 
under any guise not genuine, and the people 
should never allow an iil-timed, misapplied 
sentimentality to stand in the way of justice 
and their moral convictions of right and wrong. 


THE CAMP-MEETING, 
DR. WILLIAMSON ON ‘ ETERNITY.” 

The tremendous storm of Saturday night had 
a very visible effect upon matters and things in 
and around the camp-ground. The old-fash- 
ioned, iron-clad Methodist is supposed to be fire 
and water proof, and doubtless can stand any 
ordinary shower of either without flinching or 
dampening his religious fervor, but not a del- 
uge. Sunday morning dawned upon a camp 
pretty well drowned out, and the outlook for 
the Sabbath exercises was, to say the least, dis- 
couraging. The spirits of the brethren soon, 
however, rose equal to the occasion, and a 
much pleasanter day was passed than was eve 
pected.

held at the Tabernacle at 8:30 a. m. It was 
Eider Boring conducted, 
aud betore its close much teeling was manifest- 
ed, and many were reduced to the melting 
mood,—the effect, however, of religious fervor, 
ana not ol rain. A congregation of some 2,000 
people gathered at the Pabernacie at 10:30. The 
sermon was preached by the Rev. Dr. William- 
sun, of the Michigan Avenue Church, upon the 
subject, ** Eternity,’ from the text, Psalm, 
90, 2: From everlasting to everlasting thou 
art God.“ 

Eternity! Was evera word more richly laden 
with sublime meaning?! Surely it is a member 
of the divine vocabulary. dropped irom the 
central house of God down to our poor world. 
to push our spirits to the front of elevating con- 
ceplion. Eternity! How the serene glory of 
Lhe radeless summer land breaks in sweet me}l- 
ancholy transports upon the soul, through this 
vast word! How many of us have heard of 
cLernity from the lips of our parents wuile yet 
we hogeredin our childhood’s homes! Then 
we have seen our fathers bass into eternity, 
and dwell there voiselessly from year to vear, 
as we are dashed about in the troubled waters 
on the shores of time. No one nas ever returned 
to tell us auvthiug oi eternity. It must ve a very 
pleasant, or an unalterably fixed, condition, or 
some One, remembering hearts he has leit be- 
hind on earth, would come back loug enough to 
tell us just how itis. All who cross the mystic 
river that sullenly rolls between the shores of 
time and eternity permanently settie on tue 
plains of immortalitv. Emigration is all one 
way. ‘The solitary boatman who is rapidly 
transporting our trace into eternity always rows 


toward time unladen. This enterprising 
and yet feariul ferryman never misses 
a trip, and never sets out trom 


earth for the eternal shore without being 
loaded to the water’s edge. Once ceuturies in- 
tervened While the boat Was oscillating, but 
vow it darts backward and forward almost with 
the velocity of light. I think one reason why 
no one ever comes back alter being carried 
across is that no one wants to. There are some 
ot God's unruly chiidren who cannot be induced 
to obey Him, who are locked in dungeons the 
moment they are landed. Of course these can- 
not return. God's obedient, saved children, 
would much ratoer live in eternity than in time, 
and possibly that is one reason why none of 
them ever revisit earth. 
eternal life may be so full of ecstasy ot delight 
that no redeemed soul can get its own consent 
Lo forego this bliss for a single moment. 

There is no trutn in modern Spiritualism.

When be 
could not do this, It Was easy to observe how 
trifling the possessions-were in whica he prided 
himself in COM Dagts Gh . of the whole earth. 
Now, are any of us Seng little proud of what 
weown! Just th small a portion of the 
globe our estates Goy nd bear in mind dow 
small our entire ear g owt of the immensity 
of space. Man's life, o, compared with eter- 
nity, is surely but a far, a breath, a momentary 
respite. 

Eteruit v impress#us most of ali with its 
awful permanence, it icy, remorseless dura- 
tion. There is nothing that lasts like eternity. 
Not even God Himself can abreviate it by a sin- 
gle second. Eternity is Jehovah’s monument. 
It outlasts the solidest human pile. The oldest 
monument erected by the human species, the 
Great Pyramid, is only the incident of yester- 
day compared toa monumental eternity. It it 
was made to crown the lovely land Egypt 400 
years before the birth of Abraham and 900 years 
before the era of Moses. or if, indeed, it is a 
little more than 4,000 vears old to-day, were its 
foundations laid any nearer the morning twi- 
light of eternity tnan are those that are being 
hid in the earth at this nour? Surely not. One 
hundred times 4,000 years, a mere span in the 
sweep of the ages,is a period infinitely too 
short to furrow a wrinkle in the face of eternity, 
or silver a hair on his roval brow. Athens seems 
to have been built to rival, if not defy, eternity 
in permanence, There is no city of present or 
past time whose orvamental elegance 80 as- 
tonishes and charms as this glorious Queen of 
Attica. The fortunate traveler still paces its 
way worn streets—desolate by contact with the 
sad and pitiable present—with feelings of pro- 
foundest awe, as if he walked in the shadow 
of tne Immortals.”’ Here Plato speculated; 
here Socrates gave his lessous iu morals, and died 
for his opinions; here Miltiades returned aiter the 
splendid victory of Marathon, to rejoice in the 
homave of his countrymen; bere was passed the 
prophetic youth of Alcibiades: bere lived that 
born commander of men, Pericles; and here 
Aristides bore for conscience sake the hatred of 
enemies. It was at Athens, in the height of her 
splendor, that enthusiastic crowds pressed into 
her theatres to be moved by the genius of 
Eschylus, Euripides, and Sophocles. It was 
under tue bright sky of this classic capital that 
surging crowds gathered to listen to the fiery 
eloquence of Demosthenes. Here were painted 
those radient hues that have colored all subse- 
quent philosophy. Here, in a word, burst forth 
that pure and ample stream of elegant thinking, 
from wuose crystal tides the taste and scholar- 
ship of every succeedipg age have quenched 
their thirst. Athens determined to outlast eter- 
nity in the splendor and permanence of ber 
monumental glories. The Odeon, the temples 
of the Acropolis, the Propylea, the Parthenon— 
once conlidentiy promised to remain au un- 
wearying parallel with eternity,—but where 
are they all to-dav, though the brow of eternity 
is still damp with the dew of its morning?! 
Time, without waiting for eternity, has wasted 
their strength. corroded their beauty, and 
turned to dust their foundations. Can any- 
thisg, then, be more impressive to human 
thouzut, amid the noble wrecks uf time, than 
the sublime permanence of eternity! 

Again, we are impressed with the infinite 
leisure of eternity. Moments, as once known, 
seem to have expanded into ages. Seconds, 
minutes, bours, years; and even centuries, de- 
fine periods of duration altogether too brief for 
use in an existence of limitless leisure. Noth- 
ing there is in a hurry..-There is leisure for 
everything. Here, in time, one can scarcely find 
time to read a book, learu a song, or study a 
poem. Michael Angelo and Raphael may pamt 
and chisel for immortality. but no one has leis- 
ure to appreciate them. Mozart and Beethoven 
may prepare to charin a world, but who can 
spare a moment to yield to their enchantment! 
Homer and Shakspeare may gather into the 
storehouses of Grecian and Saxon speech the 
thought of mankind, Dut no one has time to 
submit to the martial passion of Homer nor to 
Shakepeare’s summary of universal human 
thought. People that are good for anvthing in 
this world are alwavs ip a tremendous hurry; 
and we can easily afford to keep busy during 
our lifetime wheu we reflect on the leisure of 
eternity. II not now, by and by we shall have 
all tne duration we need to accomplish all we 
ought. 

Wealso should remember that eternity, as 
a condition, is divisible in two parts. For every 


now there must be ‘a then, for every higher 
there must bea lower, for every betore there 
must be an after. So that tor every state or 


condition we may be in, an opposite is possible. 
For actual joy, there is possible sorrow; for 
misery, bliss; and for sickness, health. So that 
for an eternity of gladness there must be one 
of weepiug, for an eternity of joy there must 
be one of tears, and for an eternity of holiness 
there must be oue of sin. God cannot let the 
human will stay free and have this otherwise. 
Men choose the moral character they prefer, for 
time aud also itor eternity. 

Eternity, then, being ona of the few royal 
facts in the outlook of our souls, lying as a 
shoreless reality just ahead of us, the question 
of the passing bour is, How shall we spend it? 
The object of human life, in this brief world, is 
not to trifle away simply in making money, 


a reputation, or friendships, but to al- 
ford mankind God's idea. of an  oppor- 
tunity to choose a blisstul eternity, 


Human probation is God's benevolent arrange- 
ment to give all men achance to make sure of 
a happy destiny. Time bas no independent 
meaning. Eteruity is required to invest time 
with an adequate explanation. ‘Time, without 
eternity, is a prelude without a song, a flush of 
twilight without a bursting morning, an alpha- 
bet without a language, a breath of fragrance 
without the flower, or a daring solitary. pioneer 
without the succeeding cyilization. Time is a 
herald, appearing unannounced, and tarrying 
only long enough to publish the speedy advent 
ol eternity, or time is a sample of eternity small 
enough to be examinedaud understood by finite 
minds. Or, time is merely the short and narrow 
isthmus connecting the human spirit on earth 
with the limitiess expanse of eternity. 

How, then, may we make sure of a glorious 
eternity? Our Lord Jesus Christ came into our 
world on purpose to tell*us. The Gospel of 
the Son of God is Heaven’s way of telling us 
just how to reach and enjoy a radient eternity. 
Its character will be determined by our present 
choices. The benevolence of God says to the 
sovereignty of our freedom, Make your own 
selection of the eternity you each prefer, and My 
omnipotence will hold you to the bargain. If a 
man surrender to Jesus Christ as at once his 
atoning priest and sovereign ruler, in that su- 
preme cgpitulation he is rewarded with the 
assurance of a blessed eternity. And where 
are we bound to spend it? Shallit be on the 
fragrant banks of the river “¢lear as ervstal,”’ 
and near the glory of the shining throne‘ Are 
we now Walking with God in eternity, twilight of 
personal gospel experience! Then the splendor 
of our existence with Him fotéver shall exceed 
the radiance of the eterna! noo.

There were 
germs of possibility in men not hinted at in 
their common judements. The more a man ad- 
vanced in knowledge, the less contented he de- 
came with the world; and the more of a brute 
a man was, the more satislled he became with 
things as they were. God had given man intel-

not rest contented with the world. 
Searching in anv department of knowledge leit 
aman more dissatisfied than before. Life con- 


sisted in learning the lesson that we were to go 
through the years trymg all the resources of 
happiness, and discarding one after another as 
wholly unreasonable.

»-MEDITATIVE PIETY: 
SERMON RY THB REV. R. DE BAPTISTE. 

The Rev. R. De baptiste preached at Olivet 
Churen last evening to a large audience. He 
took the following text: 

1 thought on my ways, and turned my feet to 
thy teatimonies.— sailings, car., 50. 

Piety, the speaker said, was not of sporftane- 
ous growth, but had to be eultivated. What- 
ever tended to the promotion of piety was 
worthy everybody's consideration, and should*be 
diligently sought in the development of our 
lives and character. Whithout holiness no one 
could see God; and without piety, boliness was 
unattaivable. To obtain the hignest aim 
of holiness we needed other than 


simply the awakening of a desire for a better 
life. The lives of good men were examples to 
us, and furnished much toward attaining that 
higher standard of life—devout Christian piety. 
The Word of God furnished many very profita- 
ble lessons, and indeed it seemed that He had 
preserved m His sacred record the rich ex- 
periences of his faithful ones for the education 
and beuellt of succeeding generations. The 
life of the Psalmist, or bis experience as ex- 
pressed in the text, was one of the many mines 
of wealth given us in living letters. The 
Psaimist’s thoughtfulness and meditation con- 
duced to his piety. Meditation had been 
an incentive to the correcting of the errors and 
imperfections of bis life, which was called my 
ways im the text. Man’s ways were full of 
errors, tue speaker contended growing out of 
the imperfections of his uature, and reflection 
analyzed the good and the evil, and meditation 
gave him knowledge, and prompted him to sep- 
arate the two. Thus was the seed of piety 
sown, and cultivation was necessary and inci- 
dental to the growth ol holiness. Reflection 
was one of theculti¥ating means, in that it ena- 
bled us to discover the errors in lives, and 
at the same time directed us to aban- 
don them and cleave to the teach- 
ings of Christ instead. In Christ's 
teachings we had the sure and inspired rule of 
life, which pointed out to us with unvarving 
precision the true way to holiness. The speaker 
concluded by urging upon bis hearers the im- 
portance of the lesson taught in the text, and 
the hecessity of picty as a meaus to attaining 
a higher and better life.

LAWLESSNESS OF SOCIETY. 
SERMON BY THE REV. THOMAS K. COLEMAN. 
The Rev. Thomas K. Coleman preached yes- 

terday morning at St. John’s Episcopa! Church, 

his discourse, which constituted the first lesson, 
being based on the narrative of the rebellion of 

Korah, Dathan, and Abram. 

It opened by a comparison of our social and 
religious condition, to modes of travel, and tele- 
graphic communication, the tearing speed of 
the train, and the impetuous zeal for novelty; 
a disregard for antiqui ty, a scorn for authority; 
eontempt for age or station; an elimination of 
the preciousness of intellect, exverience, or de- 
votion, and an indifference to parents or teach- 
ers. Legislative and executive officers follow a 
vicious public sentiment, and a man can now 
hardly be called a law unto himself. 

The quotation from the catechism on relative 
duties was called an insult to our civilization, 
and itself an exhumation of antiquated stupidi- 


ty. The speaker then attempted to prove that 
no class was an exception to this general law- 
lessuess. it was but the reproduction of the 
cry of /Korah in our social and religious life. 
The present lawlessness of society was now as 
when Korah affirmed; the Church was intoler- 
ant and exclusive, and true Christianity was 
communal and democratic; all the congrega- 
tion are clergy. It is an ancient and influential 
weapon. Then and now when men plead for a 
liberty it is but another name for anarchy. The 
reverend gentleman then discussed the license 
and the limit of private judgment and of con- 
science. His conclusion was that each of them 
governed the individual only, but by assent to 
the principles and rules of a society the indi- 
vidual passed himself over to that juris- 
tion, and it was paramount over judg- 
ment and conscience. For then the rule of 
the society, is paramount, and becomes the law 
that must govern the individual. The rule in 
theory becomes discipline in practice, and unless 
the man is refractory aod insurgent it wiil end 
in cheerful submission to authority; or, in sep-, 
aration from the body. Then suppose the 
member becomes the minister, the obligation 
grows of greater siguificance. The officer must 
neither evade nor décline the trust. Does he 
teach? It must not be his opinions, because 
he sincerely believes them, but because he is 
the voice of his Church teaching their precepts, 
the exponent and the example, always so to 
minister the doctrine and sacraments and the 
discipline of Christ as the Lord hath com- 
mavded, and as this Church hath received the 
same’’; and according to the canons of this 
Church to teach the people committed to his 
care and charge with all diligenee to keep and 
observe the same.“ 

He must be the Church teaching and obeying. 
and less than that is treachery to his office. 
falsehood to his trust, and perjury to his vow, 

Of course, he dare not teach contrary to his 
conscience,»but yet the law ef his ministry is 
the voice of his Church. 

The details of the mutiny of Korah were then 
exammed. and its complications with political 
aud religious interests; the adroitness of Korah 
in enlisting popwar sympathy, and inveighing 
classes and inverests in the schism, and the pub- 
lie position of influential persons that espoused 
his secession. 

Thea, as now, the frank and generous joined 
Korah from impulse; and the mean, and cow- 
ardly, and worthless, tbat had busily incited 
men to join the Caurch of Korah,” had 
skulked behind, and might have had the ef- 
frontery to give “ reasons“ for tarrying with 
Moses and Aaron. Lawlessuess was the epi- 
demic that spread fora season. But an awful 
destiny awaited them. The leaders closed their 
day in ignominy, the party was short-lived, and 
not a trace remained to tell of such an in- 
suvordinate faction. This is the history of ail 
sects and parties, of the schisms and the 
heresies of the ages. They arose and flour- 
ished; enrolled scholars and statesmen; were 
patronized by Kings and Emperors; ensnared 
men of learning, and divines of the Church as 
Jerome and Augustine, as Eusebeus and 
Origen. Theif affected piety won the masses 
to their cause. Where are they now? The 
Novatians, Arians, aud Donatists, and Montan- 
its, and Sabellians, scets that outranked in 
numbers the Church of Christ. To-day they 
are in oblivion, their champions unknown, and 
no vestige of their literature has survived 
their wreck. To-day the Church of Christ 
stands firm as adamant, and of resplendent 
glory,—a triumphant conqueror that never 
made a compromise. 

Mr. Coleman tnen referred to two groups of 
psalms written dy the sons of Koran that he 
said were unequaled im the whole book for lo 
alty and fidelity to the Church of God. He ap- 
plied it to the large number that are Bishops 
and clergy in the Church who came from other 
religious bodies, and that he asserted were as 
loyal to the Church as the truest children she 
had. An incident in the life of the ancestors of 
Washington when at Brighton, Engiand, was 
given of a sou reaction from religious in- 
subordination to a devout and loval churchman- 
ship. The treatment of religious insurrection 
by Moses was the conclusion of the discourse. 
It was said that while Korah was very liberal in 
his views of the ministry of Aaron, that the 
valid winistry did not unchurch Korah and 
his party, but the reason was given that it was 


the assertion at its beginning, that Christ's 
ministry is no one of heterogeneous com- 
pacts or compounds of society, no philanthropic 
expositor like Howard, no choice of an elective 
trust by the suffrage of friends, no supply of a 
want, as the teacher, or lawyer, or doctor, but 
separate from all compounding alliances, to be 
an ambassador for Christ and fellow-worker 
with God. 


CHRIST’S TEACHING. 
A SERMON BY THE BEV. J. STUART ROBINSON. 

The Rev. J. Stuart Robinson, of Louisville, 
Ky., occupied the pulpit of the Third Presby- 
terian Church, yesterday. He is a pleasant, 
earnest, and plain speaker, and a man well ad- 
vanced in years. He will preach in the same 
pulpit next Sunday. ° 

He took as the basis for his discourse yester- 
terday forenoon the following passages from 
the New Testament: 

The spiritof the Lordis upon me, because he 
hath annointed me to preach the gospel! to the 
poor; ne hath sent me to heal the broken-hearted, 
to preach deliverance to the captives, and — 
ering of sight to the blind, to set &t liberty ta 
that are bruised. — Luke, vi., 18. 

Then Jesus anewering said unro them, Go your 
way, and tell John what things ye have seen and 
heard; how that the blind see, the lame walk. the 
lepers are cleansed, the deaf hear, the dead are 
8 the poor the Gospel is preached. —/did, 
vti., 22. 

At that time Jesus answered and said. 1 thank 
Thee. O Father. Lord of neaven and earth, becaase 
Thou hast hid these things from the wise and pru- 
dent, and hast revealed them unto babes. —Mattraew, 
., 25. 

Mr. Robinson said the text presented one gen- 
eral pruposition,—that the Gospel was not in- 
tended for the poor in the financial sense, but 
for the meek and humble—those who were con- 
scious of the veeds of their souls. Then he 
proceeded to illustrate his point at some length 
by speaking of the subject matter of Christ’s 
teachings, His style of teaching, and the method 
he employed. The speaker said that the 


Savior used the simple facts in His 
teachings, and made them lain to 
the illiterate as well as the literate. e did not 


stop to argue, but assumed that salvatien was a 
fixed fact, and taught accordingly. Christ's 
style of teaching was treated in a logical and 
clear manner, and aptly illustrated. The 
Savior’s method of teaching the Gospel was 
shown, in the mifacies performed and the para- 
bles related, and Mr. Robinson quoted several 
instances where Christ had wrought wondertul 
— and showed the effect it haa in His great 
work. ,

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THE FIELD AND STABLE. 


Veterinary Hygiene: LI. Earth and Swamp 
Miasmata—Their Effect upon Animal Or- 
ganisms—Epizootic Diseases of Swine. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Ave. 17.—Noxious effuvia, or miasmata, 
emanate from the surface of the earth every- 
where where 6rganic substances, in contact with 
air and moisture, are decomposing and putrefy- 
ing. Consequently such emanations take place 
especially in swamps, sloughs, marshes, bogs, 
gand in all such low or level localities in which a 
compact and impervious subsoil—hard-pan, for 
instance—is underlying a loose and porous top- 
soil rich in humus or orgapicesubstances. In 
such localities the rain-water cannot escape into 
the ground, stagnates in the loose top-soil, and 
dissolves and permeates a great many organic 
substances. The latter, on account of the loose 
aod porous condition of the surface of the 
ground, are accessible to the influence of the 
atmospheric air, and the soilitseif, being usually 
dark-colored or blaek, absorbs a great amount 


of heat; consequently, all the con- 
ditions necessary or essential to de- 
dom position and putrefaction are abund- 


antly provided. New-broken ground (prairie), 
especially, frequently develops noxious effluvia, 
or miasmata, because the breaking or plowing 
has loosened the formerly- compact top-soil 
sufficiently to bring atmospheric air and mois- 
ture in contact with its organic constituents. 

A distinction may be made between the mias- 
mata emanating from ground or soil, rich in 
organic substance, and loose and porous enough 
to absorb sufficient air and water to effect a rap- 
id decompvusition (earth-miasmata), and the 
effluvia arising trom swamps, bogs, marshes, 
sloughs, etc., or from low ground with a rank 
vegetation, saturated, and periodically covered, 
with stagnant water (swamp miasmata). The 
differences in the conditions under which, and in 
the materials of which, these miasmata are pro- 
duced. but especially the physical and chemical 
condition of the soil, the origin and nature of 
tue decomposing or putrefying substances, the 
temperature of the atmosphere, the more or less 
liberal supply of air and warmth,—a very active 


factor in generating earth-miasmata,—tlie 
scarcity or abundance of stagnant water, 
—a great abundance, excluding to a 
certain extent the influence of _ air- 


and warmth, constitutes frequently an esscn- 
tial factor in the production of swamp-eflluvia, 
—seem to cause the specitic differences which 
are existing between the various miasmata, and 
observed not only in their effect upon animal 
organisms, but manilested also by the specific 
(musty, moldy, marshy, or swampy, ete.) odors 
of certam (ewamp-) effluvia which are absent, or 
at least not perceived, im other miasmatic ema- 
nations. Still, the real nature of those differ- 
ences is but little known. 

Noxious effluyia remain usually confined to 
the immediate neighborhood of those places in 
which they have been produced, but, uuder 
favorable circumstances, may be carried off 
quite a distance., by winds, etc. 

THEIR EFFECT UPON ANIMAL ORGANISMS. 

Great differences are observed as to the effect 
ot the various earth- and swamp-miasmata upon 
animal organisms. Some of them act very sud- 
denly, cause extremely acute diseases, effect 
sudden changes in the composition of the 
blood, or cause poisoning and decomposition, 
—anthrax-diseases and typhus. Others act 
gradually, or have a c®mparatively slow et- 
fect, cause chronic and cacnectic diseases,— 
such as rot, chiorosis, dropsical conditions, 
etc..—and undermine the coustitution. All, 
however, agree in effecting serious changes in 
the composition of the blood,—cause biood- 
diseases. Differences are manifested also con- 
cerning their action upon different animals. As 
a general rule, sheep suffer sooner and more 
seriously than horses, horses more than cattle, 
and cattle more than swine. Still, there are 
exveptions. Some miasmata seem to affect 
only, or at least principaily, a certain class of 
avimals, or only a certain species,—hogs, for 
instance,—and have but very little or no in- 
fluence whatever upon others. Besides that, 
vouug animals, as a general rule, suffer soover 
and more severely than fully matured or older 
oves. Further, all noxious effluvia, without ex- 
ceptions, are much more davgerous in the 
evening, night, and cool mornings following a 
bot and s uy day, than in the day-time. They 
are more effective inastagoant atmusphere 
than in an atmosphere moved by winds; and 
cause more damage—probably because more 
fully developed—in the latter part of the sam- 
mer and in the fall than at any other season of 
the year. They are most dangerous to young 
animals driven out toa miasmatic early 
in the morning, before the dew has
